his Store-keeper, and Aid-de-Camp to Col, 
Jefferys, to inform the Admiral of his $i- 
tuation, &c.

Mr. Byng afked, Whether the French had 
not a Caſtle at the Pojnt, which might have 
prevented their landing ? the General an- 
ſwered, Not on the 2oth of May; and faid, 
that the Enemy were then in ſuch Diftrel 
for Ammunition, that they fired Stones #! 
the Garriſon, Mr. Byng aiked the General, 
Whether he thought the Officers and fev 
Men he had on board the Fleet could hay? 
been of any great Service to the Garriſon! 
He anſwered, Ves, very great Service; fo 
that he was obliged at that Time to ſet ſome 
'of his Men to plaiſter the Breaches. * 
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31. Mr, Boyd ſworn. In the Courſe of 
his Examination, it appeared that he was 
ſent off with a Letter, in a Boat, to deli- 
ver to the Admiral, but could not be parti · 
cular to the Time; that he kept out as long 
as he thought it probable to reach the Ad- 
miral; but when he found it impracticable 
for him to cloſe the Admiral, as he was then 
going to the Southward, he returned with- 
out delivering the Letter. Mr, Byng aſked 
him how long he waited before the Boat 
was ready to bring him off ? He could not 
recollet, but remembered he waited for it 
till he was very impatient, Whether he in 
the Boat did not paſs through ſome Firings 
of the Enemy ? Anſwered, There was ſome 
ſtragling Fire of ſmall Arms, and about 
three or four Cannon ſhot, Whether it did 
not do them ſome Damage ? He anſwered, 
no; he did not know that one of them ſo 
much as touched the Boat. How long he 
might be off in the Boat? About an Hour 
and Half. Whether there was not a Breeze 
of Wind ? Anſwered, When he got from 
the Land, he found a Breeze. Whether he 
thought the Admiral could ſee the Boat; an- 
ſwered, no ; he believed not at that Diſ- 
tance, and ſo late in the Evening. 

Capt, Everitt appeared, and defired to 
hear the Articles of. the Charge, he not 
happening to be in Court when they were 
formerly read; which was objected to by 
Mr, Byng, as contrary to the Cuſtom of the 
Court ; but the Captain requeſting it, the 
ſame were read. Capt; Everitt being ſworn ; 
and having ſome Papers in his Hand, was 
alked what they were. He anſwered, they 
were Minutes he had taken from the Ship's 
Log- book, and his own Journal, to refreſh 
his Memory. To the uſing of which Mr. 
Byng objected, the Log-book not being a 
proper Teſtimony ; whereupon the Court 
was cleared, to deliberate upon the Point, 
Upon the Court's being opened again, their 
Opinion was, That thoſe Minutes might be 
uſed to refreſh his Memory upon ſuch Points 
only as ſell immediately under his own Ob- 
ſervation, In the Courſe of his Examinati- 
on, it appeared that there was all poſſible 
Diſpatch made, and no unneceſſary Delay in 
the ſailing of the Fleet from St. Helens to 
Gibraltar, and from thence to Mahon; that 
the Buckingham's Men were healthy, hav- 
ing but two incapable of coming to their 
Quarters ; that they had about go or 1co 
Tuns of Water on board; that they got 
Sight of the Iſland of Minorca about Six in 


the Morning of the 19th of May; that 


about Eleven in the Forenoon they were two 
Leagues diſtant ſrom St. Philip's Caftle, and 
believed that was the neareſt Diſtance he 
was to it ; that about Twe in the Atter- 
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noon the French Fleet was ſeen diſtinctiy, 
ſtanding to the Weſtward, but could not ſay 
at what Diſtance ; that our Fleet was ſtand- 
ing to the S. E. the Wind at S. S. W. mo- 
derate fine Weather; that on the 2oth of 
May, about 8 in the Morning, they ſaw the 
French Fleet preparing for Engagement. 
The like Queſtions were propoſed to him as 
to Rear- Admiral Weſt ; and in his An. 
ſwers, was of Opinion, that the Admiral's 
Diviſion might have carried all their Sail, 
and thereby affiſted the Van, and prevented 
them from receiving ſo much Fire from the 
Enemy's Rear. 

Mr. Byng was aſked whether he choſe to 
aſk Capt, Everitt any Queſtions : To which 
he replied, he had no Queſtions to propoſe 
then, but ſhould have Occafion to aſk him 
ſome hereaſter ; thereſore deſired he might 
be kept in the Way for that Purpoſe. Capt, 
Everitt ſaid, he ſhould have been very glad 
if thoſe Queſtions could then be aſked, as he 
was under Sailing-orders with Admiral 
Weſt, Mr. Byng anſwered, he could not 
propoſe them at that Time, but would as 
ſoon as poſſible ; upon which Capt. Everitt 
was ordered to attend the Court, Mr. Byng 
then informed the Court, that he wanted to 
aſk Lord Blakeney ſome Queſtions z where- 
fore the General was ordered to attend next 
Morning at Nine o' Clock ; to which Time 
the Court, then adjourned. 

Jan 1. Lord Blakeney appeared in 
Court, in Conſequence of Mr. Byng's Re- 
queſt, when the Admiral propoſed a Queſ- 
tion, the Subſtance of which, and the An- 
ſwers, were as follow: Whether if the 
Admiral had landed the Troops it could bave 
ſaved St, Philip's from falling into the 
Hands of the Enemy ? His Lofdſhip ſaid, It 
was impoſſible for him to anſwer that Queſ-- 
tion with any Certainty ; but was of Opi- 
nion that had they been landed, he ſhould 
have been able to have held out the Siege till 
Sir Edward Hawke had come to his Relief. 

Then the four Firſt Lieutenants of the 
Buckingham, Capt. Everitt (Admiral Weſt's 
own Ship) were examined, and all agreed 
that they knew of no Impediment to hinder 
the Admiral and his Diviſion from coming to 
the Aſſiſtance of the Van, which was cloſe- 
ly engaged, and raked by the Enemy's Rear 
as they came up, and that the Admiral was. 
not ſeen by them to go to a cloſe Engagement 
with the Enemy, agreeable to his own Sig- 
nals. 

Fan, 3. Capt, Everitt was croſs-ex- 
amined by the Court and Mr. Byng, and 
being aſked how many Guns the Ships in 
the Van carried, anſwered, that the Sides 
of thoſe next the Buckingham had fourteen 
on the lower Deck, all the others thirteen. 
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Of what Rate they were ? Anſwered, one a 
74 Gun Ship, the others 64, and ſix in Num- 
ber. Whether, if Admiral Byng had come 
to cloſe Engagement, a compleat Victory 
might have been obtained ? Anſwer, There 
was all the Reaſon in the World to expectit, 
it being well known that Admiral Weſt beat 
off two Ships, tho' he had but five Ships to 
their fix, and ours ſmaller Ships than theirs, 
and their Metal heavier, How the Wind ? 
Anſwer, As fair a Gale as could be wiſhed 
for. Whether he had too much or too ſit- 
tle ? Anſwer, [aft enough and no more. 
What Sail had Mr. Byng ?. Anſwer, his 
lower Courſes, Top and Top-gallant ſails 
full; but his Main- ſail, Main-top-ſail, and 
Top-gallant-ſail, aback. 

he Court then aſked Mr. Byng if he 
Mould then have Occaſion to aſk Capt. Eve- 
ritt, or any of the Buckingham's Peaple, 
any more Queſtions ; and being anſwered in 
the Negative, the Captain and the reſt of 
the Officers of the Buckingham were dif- 
charged from any farther Attendance on the 
Court, and were informed they might repair 
on board their Ship. 


Capt. Gilchriſt ſworn, He acquainted 


the Court, that he was fituated oppoſite the 


Rear-Admiral on the 2oth of May, to re- 
peat Signals, In the Courſe of his Exami- 
nation he ſaid every Ship did not bear down 
at a proper Diſtance to attack the Enemy, 
according to Signals thrown out for that 
Purpoſe by the Admiral, about Half an 
Hour paſt Two o' Clock; but that the Rear- 
Admiral and his Divifion bore down right 
before the Wind, and hauled up oppoſite to 
their proper Ships, and attacked the Enemy, 
except the Defiance, which appeared to be 
rather a- head; that the Ships in the Rear 
were in a Line of Battle a- head, upon 
which the Defiance threw all a-back, and 
fell down upon her proper Ship, the head- 
moſt Ship of the Enemy ; that the Admiral 
did not bear down before the Wind upon the 
Enemy, Nor any of his Diviſion ; that the 
French Fleet, at the Time of the Signal for 
engaging, were all laying to with their 


Main top-ſails to the Maits ; and that our 


Van was in the ſame Poſition : He could not 
take upon him to ſay whether the Admiral 
ever engaged at 3 proper Diſtance, on ac- 
count of the Smoke from the Firings of. the 
Revenge, Princeſs Louiſa, and Trident; 
agreed that the Wind, Weather, and Situa- 
tion of the Enemy's Fleet, was ſuch as to en- 
able them to engage at a proper Diſtance ; 
that the Ships in the Rear did not make all 
the Sail they could to cloſe with the Enemy 
from the Time the Signal was given tor Bat- 
tle till the Action was over; but, that in 
the latter Part of the Action Mr, Byng ſet 
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all his Sail, except the Top-gallailt- ſaſꝶ 
that the Wind and Weather was ſuch t 
he could have carried all the Sail in the Ship 
that he commanded, and knew of no Reafon 
why they could not do the ſame ; that the 
Van of our Fleet was engaged about an 
Hour and a Quarter; that the Admi al did 
not continue in the ſame Pofition, but kept 
laſking away, angling, upon the Enemy; 
that he ſaw the Ramillies fire ; that the 
Diſtance of ſome of the Rear Diviſion from 
the Van ſeemed to be about three Miles; 
that he made no doubt if the Rear had car- 
ried Sail all along, but they might have pre- 
vented the Enemy*'s Rear from pouring ſome 
of their Fire into our Van; and that the 
Diſtance between our Rear and Van was 
occaſioned by our Rear throwing their Top- 
fails-a-back when they began to fire. 
, Hervey, ofthe Phoenix, ſworn, He 
was ſtationed a-breaſt the Admiral to repeat 
Signals, He ſaid, that about 43 Minutes 
after Two, Signal was made for the Dept- 
ford to quit the Line; and about 0 Minutes 
after Two-the Ramilies began to fire upon 
the Enemy, having before that received the 
Fire of the three ſternmoſt Ships of the Ene- 
my for about 10 or 12 Minutes, in which 
Time he obſerved ſome of the Enemy*'s Shot 
to fall hetween the Ramilies and his Ship 
the Pheenix ; about the ſame Time he ob- 
ſerved the Intrepid's Foretopmaſt to he loſt ; 
he obſerved then, that the quick Motion of 
the Intrepid in bearing down, had occafion- 
edher to be raked by the Enemy, to loſe her 
Top-maſt, and run the Riſk of falling on 
board the Admiral, who was then engaged, 
and might not ſee them Time enough to pre- 
vent it. Some Time after the Ramilies 
ceaſed Fire, the eleventh Ship in the Ene-

To what Purpoſe would this ſecond En- 
gagement have been attempted with a Fleet 
originally ſo greatly inferior to the French, 
and now rendered much more ſo by the Da- 
mages received in the late Battle? A total 
Defeat, in all Probability, is the Anſwer of 
Reaſon ; and if Monſieur La Gallaſſionniere 
had ſought it, which providentially he did 
not, it is a reaſonable Preſumption that the 
whole Engliſh Squadron would have peri-

« Admiral Byng's Situation gives me

dound to his Honour, which ought nottobe 
attacked, merely becauſe he was beat, after 
having done all that could be expected of 
him. When two Men of Honour engage, 
it muſt neceſſarily happen, that one of them 
ſhall have the worſt, without being liable to 
injurious Imputations. To ſpeak the Sen- 
timents of all our Marines, Admiral Byng's 
Diſpoſitions were really admirable. The 
Strength of the Fleets was nearly equal, the 
Engliſh having thirteen Ships, and we only 
12, but better formed, cleaner, and better 
manned. Fortune, that always preſides in 
warlike Operations, particularly at Sea, fa- 
voured us ſo far, as to make our ſhot take 
Place among the Enemy's Takling; and I 
believe, it was univerſally underſtood, that 
if the Engliſh had obſtinately perſiſted, their 
whole Fleet would have been loſt ; ſo that 
the Injuſtice intended to Admiral Byng is un- 
parallelled, and ſuch as every Man of Hon-

A Man had a Caries in the Joint of his Knee,

Not a Soul was 
ſuffered to he on board except thoſe belong- 
ing to the Ship. But thoſe Ships that lay 
any Way near her, were greatly crowded 
with Spectators, all their Shrouds and Tops 
being full, altho' it was then difficult to ſee, 
any Thing on board the Monarque, Mr, 
Byng walked out of the great Cabin to the 
Quarter Deck, where he ſuffered pn the 
Lairboard Side, afew Minutes before Twelve 
o Clock, accompanied by a Clergyman who. 
attended him during his Confinement, and 
two Gentlemen, his Relations, He was 
dreſſed in a light grey Coat, white'Waiſt- 
coat, and white Stockings, and a large 
white Wig, and had in each Hand a white 
Handkerchief, He threw his Hat on the 
Deck, kneeled on it, tied one Handkerchief 
over his Eyes, and dropped the other as a 
Signal, on which a Volley from fix Marines 
was fired, five of whoſe Bullets went thro” 
him, and he was in an Inſtant no more. 
He infiſted on not having any Thing before 
his Face, but was greatly preſſed to it, be- 
ing perſuaded it was no otherwiſe than de- 
cent, and the Marines might be intimidated 
from taking proper Aim. His coming out 
of the Cabin was not above two Minutes to 
his Death. In ſhort, he died with great Re- 
ſolution and Compoſure, without the leaft 
Sign of Timidity; and the Moment the 
Muſkets went off, there was a blue Pendant 
thrown out at the Fore-Top-maſt- Head, 
which continued flying about five Minutes, 
and was then ſtruck ; on which all the Men 
of War's boats went off to repair on board 
their reſpective Ships. be 

The Ramillies, the Skip the Admiral had 
in the Mediterranean, was riding at her 
Moorings in the Harbour ; and about half 
an Hour before he ſuffered, ſhe broke her 
mooring Chain, and only held by her Fri- 
dle, which is looked on as a wonderful In- 
cident by People who do not confider the 
Wind at that Time,

Gate received but little Damage; ſeveral 


Houſes were blown down, and all the Wind. 
milis round the Country; ſo that the People 
are afraid of not heing able to get their Corn 
ground, At Cheſter, ahove 100 Chimneys 
were blown down, moſt of the Houſes oy 
ed of their Slating; the Chimnies at the 
Minſter, and all the Windows on one Side 
are blown to Pieces : A Stable was blown 
down in which were ſix or ſeven Horſes; 
alſo a Barn, in which were as nany Cows, 
bur they were got out with little Hurt; 
poor Boy was killed, and another had his 
Thigh broke, and all, along the Road the 
Houſes and Barns were ſtript, and hundreds 
of large Trees blown up by the Roots. The 
Damage here is computed at ſome Thouſand 
Pounds, | 

At a little Town called Acton, within 
a Mile of Nantwich, in this County, the 
Top of the Church Steeple is blown down, 
which beat in the Roof of the Church, and 
likewiſe the Bells ; fo that there are not a- 
bove four or five Pews now ſtanding in the 
Church; the Damage there is computed at 
about 2000l. And at Nantwich, they have 
received the like Damage ; their Church al- 
ſo is much ſhattered, and their Houſes moſt.

„On Tueſday laſt, between Two and 
Three o' Clock in the Afternoon, a ſudden 
violent Guit of Wind blew down a Stack of 
Chimnies at the Town- hall, which beat 
through the Roof, and thence through the 
Ceiling over the Nifi Prins Bar, while the 
Court was fitting, Mr, [uſtice Wilmott 
was fitting on that Bench, but his Lordſhip 
happily received no Hurt, and there Juckily 
happened to be only five of the Counſellors 
preſent, tho* four of them were hurt, but 
not dangerouſly, viz.

Mr. Lawes, 
the Cryer of the Court; Mr. Chambers, an 
Attorney of Kidderminſter, (one of the Co- 
roners for this County ;) Mr. Freme, an 
lronmonger in this City; Mr. Hurtle, of 
Hartlebury; and Mr. Shaw, of Omberſley; 
all of whom were taken out dead from a- 
mongſt the Rubbiſh, and moſt diſmal Spec- 
tacles they were; as was likewiſe Mr. Wain- 
wright, of Bromſgrove, who did not die 
till fome Time after he was carried out of 
the Hall, Davy other People were greatly 
burt, amongſt whom were Henry Dowler, 
Eſq; of Bromſgrove ; Mr. Thorneloe, an 
Aitorney, of this City; Ir. Purcell, an 
Attorney of Bromſgrove; Mr. Marſon, a 
Diſſenting Teacher; Mr. Jacob Baylis, of 
Kidderminſter ; Mr. Edward Petsford, of 
Welland ; Mr. William Sheen, of Pendox ; 
Mr. William Winnall, Mr. John Gardner, 
jun, and Mr, Pardoe, all of Omberlley ; 
Mr. Henry Webb, of Droitwich; Mr. R. 
Walker, of Kidderminſter; Mr, W. Greaves, 
of Bromſgrove ; Mr. Witherington of Man- 
cheſter, It is not to be conceived what Con- 
fution the Court was preſently in, or what 
Miſchief enſued from the People's hurrying 
out of the Hall, and in going down the Hall 
Steps, whereby ſeveral were thrown down, 
and trampled upon a conſiderable Time; 
nor is it eaſily to he deſcribed the Anxiety of 
ſuch People who happened to be at home, 
wh.le ſome of the Family were out, and ſup- 
poſed to be gone to the Hall, Mr. Baron 
Adams, who ſat at the Crown Bar, at the 
other End of the Hall, had adjourned the 
Court, and was gone to his Lodgings but a 
few Minutes before this melancholy Acci- 
dent happened, which put an entire Stop to 
the Buſineſs of the Aſſizes; and Yeſterday 
Morning their Lordſhips ſet out for Here- 
ford, it being Commiſſion- day for holding 
the Aſſizes there. It is thought there will 
ſhortly be a ſpecial Commiſſion for finiſhing 
the Aſſizes here. 

Upon Enquiry this Morning, we hear 
that Mr, Baylis and Mr. Marſon lie dan- 
terouſly ill; but that Counſellor Moreton, 
Mr, Dowler, and Mr. Thornloe, are in a 
very fair Way of Recovery, The Counſel- 
brs Aſton, Nares, and Aſhurſt, were fo 
ſlightly hurt as not to be prevented going

* On Tueſday Morning, about Nine

gantine Queſter, Potter, ſunk : Brigantine 
Drogheda Merchant, James Heys, and the 
Brigantine Mancheſter, Randle M*Donald, 
overſet, ſunk, and ſtranded, all of them op- 
polite to the Town, . 
The Snow Monmouth, Twentyman; 
Ship John, Gawith ; Snow Swale, Pollard ; 
Ship Trafford, Clarke; Snow Hopewell, 
Langford; Snow Mears, Barrell; and a 
Sloop, Williams, all riding at Anchor at the 
Black Rock, parted their Cables, and were 
put aſhore in Bootle Bay, The Marlbo. 
rough, Ward; Rainbow, Harriſon ; and 
St. Andrew, Berton, were the only Veſſels 
that rode it out there. The Ship Great-Bri- 
tain, Hicks; and the Brig John, Clifton; 
were put on Shore near Knott's Hole. The 
Liverpool Fxchange, Urmſon; Smith, Sa- 


luſbury; and Barneveſt, Howard, were 


forced on Shore near Higldlake; a Dutch 
Veſſel, Name unknown, and all her Crew 
periſhed, A Pilot Boat, William Cerlett, 
met with the ſame Fate. Duke of Argyte, 
Hardy; Caroline, Erſkine ; with many o- 
thers, parted their Cables. Ship Alice, 
Briggs, cut away her Maſts, and the Ince- 
Boat, with ſeveral others, were bulged and 
ſtranded. | 

AlltheVeſſels, put on Shore in Bootle--Bay, 
except the Monmouth, (who is bulged) are 
ſince got off, though ſeveral of them have 
received very conſiderable Damage both in 
their Cargoes and Hulls, 

Brig. John, of Yarmouth, has loft her 
Cargo of >alt, &c. and it is feared that the 
Veſſel will not be got off again. 

One Boy, belonging to the Drogheda Mer- 
chant, was drowned, though ſeveral Ma- 
ſters of Ships, and others, joined Hand to 
Hand, waded into-the Water, and the out- 
ermoſt Ferſon had hold of him, but the 
Songh of the Sea waſhed him from them. 

Williams, Maſter of the — was 
got aſhore alive, but periſhed through Cold 
after they had carried him into an adjacent 
Field; and one of his Men was found dead 
on hoard when the Tide left the Sloop. 

The Damage in the Town was very con- 
fiderable. Numbers of Chimneys, Houſes, 
and Walls, were levelled with the Earth : 
Roofs unſtripped, and the Showers of bro- 
ken Slates, Bricks, &c. rendered the Streets 
impaſſable. About 42 Feet of the lotty Spire

Weft Gallaries. 

We have hourly Accounts from the diffe-

fiderable Damage is done at Knowſley Hall, 
the Seat of the Earl of Derby. Croſbie, veph- 
ton, Woolfall, Spellow, and ſeveral other 
Mills are blown down, and Ricks of Hay en- 
tirely deſtroyed and carried away. Happily 
for the Sea- Coaſt the Tides were at the low - 
eſt, or in all Probability there would have 
been conſiderably more Damage done; for 
though it was Ebh- Tide in Courſe, yet the 
Flood returned, or rather did not go out of 
the River.

, according to ſome late Accounts ube have of the Diſpofition and Motion of the Forces of the 
Kirg of Pruſſia, wwe may ſuppoſe it probable, that the Operations of War will be extended to 
the Kingdom of Poland the enſuing Campaign, we preſume a general Account of that King= 
dom, as tell as that of Germany, ills Aroted by a Map thereof, will enable our Readers to 

view the whole Seat of War, and prove very acceptable to them at this critical Conjunct᷑ure. 


A GENERAL ACCOUNT of the KINGDOM of POLAND. 


HE Kingdom of Poland is of a very 
large Extent, and is bounded on the 
borth by Livonia, Muſcovy and the Baltic; 
the South by Upper Hungary, Tranſilva- 
and Walachia z on the Eaſt with Muſcovy 
rd Little Tartary; and on the Weſt with 
many. It includes Lithuania, the Leſſer, 
r Red Ruſſia, Podolia, Volbinia, Polefia, 
aſſevia, Pruſſia, Samogitia, and Part of 
ivonia, Its Extent is from the Frontiers 


Tartary on the South-eaſt about 

iles ; and from the Frontiers of Livonia to 
he Crapach, or Carpatbian Mountains, which 
e the Limits of Hungary on the South, 
dove. By the Situation which is from 15 
nd 34 Degrees, and between 48 and 57 De- 
rees of North Latitude, it may be gueſſed, 
bat the Climate is temperate, and the Air 
ot exceeding cold; yet ſometimes its Lakes 
nd Rivers are ſo frozen, that Coaches and 
arts paſs over them for five or fix Months 
deether, The Soil is generally fertile, fit for 
llage and Pafture, and uces a vaſt 
Vantity of Corn and Cattle, and chiefly 
pplies Holland. 

The Country of Poland produces alſo all 
kinds of Fruits and Herbs, and a gocd Breed 
ft Horſes ; ſo that their Cavalry is nume- 
ous, and well mounted. In the Mountains 
here are Mines of Lead, Silver, Copper, 
nd Iron ; but the moſt confiderable of all, 
e their Mines of Salt, in Leſſer Poland; 
vhich are the chief Riches of the Country, 
nd bring moſt Money into the Exchequer. 
They work in theſe Mines as the Colliers 
o in our Coal-pits; the Salt is generally ol 
bluiſh Colour, but ſome of it white and 
Fanſparent ; when firſt dug, it has a brack- 


Pomerania on the Weſt to the — 


iſh Taſte ; but, when expoſed to the Air, it 
decomes brittle, and more ſweet. They have 
alſo ſome Veins of Sal Gemme. The Woods 
are well ſtored with Hares, Coneys, Squir- 
rils, Deer, Foxes, Bears, Wolves, and 
Boars. The Maſſavian Foreſt has plenty of 
Elks, wild Aſſes, wild Oxen, called Uri, 
and Buffaloes, whoſe Fleſh, when powder- 
ed, the Poles eſteem a great Dainty. In the 
Ukrain, there are wild Horſes alſo, whoſe 
Fleſh is 2 — by the Nobility, 
The Wolf, reſembling a Hart, or the Euro- 


pean Lynx, called Lupus Cerwarius, and by 


the Natives Ris, with Spots on its Belly and 
Legs, afford the beſt Furs in P-land, The 
Quails in Padolia have green Legs, and their 
Fleſh is thought unwholeſome, 

Itis a plain, flat Country, rather inclined 
to Marſh-lands, ſo that no confiderable 
Woods or Mountains are found here, except 
thoſe that make the Frontier to Hungary, 
which is a cragegy Ridge of 300 Miles in 
Length, and called the Cragach, or Carpa- 
thian Mountains. The Eaſtern Part of the 
Country indeed, is full of Woods, Foreſts, 
Lakes, Marſhes, and Rivers, which afford 
a delightful Proſpect to that Part of it which 
is open, As for its Rivers, the moſt confi- 


_ derable are the Viſula, the Niemen, or Cra- 


nus, the Nieper, or Boryſibenes, the Niefter, 
or Tyras, the Bog, or Vegus, whoſe Springs 
and Courſes are more diſtinctly perceived by 
the Map. 

The main Strength of the Poles confiſt in 
their Horſe, of whom it is ſaid, that they 
can, upon Occaſion, raiſe about 100, oco. 
Their Infantry is for the moſt Part hired 
from Germany, and other foreign — 
and ſometimes gxceeds 300,000 Men; for 


fe 
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their own Peaſants are fo diſpirted by Sla- 
very, that they are not fit for Soldiers. The 
ſtanding Army in Poland is 36.000, and for 
Beauty their Hufſars are moſt admired. 


A Deſcription of Pu USSIA, 


Pavss1A extends from 50 to 56 Degrees 
North Latitude, and from i5 to 23 Degrees 
Eaſt Longitude, It is bounded by the Baltic 
Sea on the North ; by Lithuania and Samo- 
gitia on the Eaſt ; by Poland proper and 
Maſſcovia on the South; and Pomerania on 
the Weſt. It is about 250 Miles in Length, 
and in Breadth about 140, in the Weſt Part, 
and in the Eaſt Part, more than 170. Some 
extend it to 30 Miles more in Length and 
Breadth. It contains a vaſt Number of fine 


trading Towns, beſides many populous Vil- 


Jages. equal to ſome Cities; has the moſt 
Inland Navigation of any Country in Eu- 
rope, except the Netherlands, and is ſaid to 


be the richeſt in Soil, and the moſt plentiful ' 


in Produce. 

It abounds with Cattle, wild Beaſts, and 
Fruits of all Sorts; and has great Number 
of Rivers and Lakes, that plentiſully ſupply 
the Inhabitants with Fith. 

It has a conſiderable Trade by many con- 
venient Ports to the Baltic, as well as by 
the Weißſel, which falls into the Baltic at 
Daontzick. The Inhabitants are allowed to 
be richer, and live better than any other Pro- 
vince of Poland. Its Woods furniſh plenty 
of Veniſon, and its Sea-coaſt a great Quan - 
tity of Amber. 

Their ſeveral remarkable Towns are Dant- 

zik, Culm, Ploczkho, Mariemburg, Thorn, 
and Ebbing, Which the following Diſtich 
peculiarly characterizes. 


Dantzick the Rich, Culm the Delightful, and 
Ploczko the Long, 

Mariemburg the Handſome, Thorn the De- 
vout, and Ebbing the Strong. 


The Forces which this Province is able to 
ſupport is eſtimated at about 70,000. 


LITHUANIA. 


The Dutchy of LiTuvaxia was for- 
merly Independent, but in 1501 was united 
to the Kingdom and Republic of Poland.

An Account of rational and eaſy Methods ts purify the Air, and regulate its Heat, in Mala 
Frames and hot Green- houſes. By the Rev, Dr. Stephen Hales, Clerk of the Cloſet to by 


Royal Highneſs the Princeſs, of Wales. 


I. BY taking a Pane of Glaſs out, at each 

End, of the upper Side of a Melon- 
Frame, or Hot- houſe; and then fixing to 
the Rails of the Frame a Board over the Hole, 
with a round Hole in it, near four Inches in 
Diameter ; the Board to be like a Wedge, 
ſo much thicker atits lower End than the up- 
per, as to have its Surface horizontal; on 
which to fix (by ſliding under ſmall Ledges 
or Mouldings, the lower ſpread-out Part, 
ſo as readily to take off or put on) a Tin 
Tube four Inches in Diameter, and a Foot 
high, with a Cowl on it, made readily to 
turn to and fro* by Means of a Vane, ſo as 
to have its cloſed Side always to the Wind, 
and its open Part from the Wind, for the 
foul Vapour which ariſes from the Dung and 
Perſpiration of the Plants to paſs off inceſ- 
ſantly as they riſe. And this without ad- 
mitting any cold Air, as is done in the com- 
mon Method, by raiſing the Glaſs Covers a 
little, which endangers the Plants ſuffering 
by Cold. It is probable, that more than two 
of theſe Tubes with Vanes will be wanting, 
in long Frames. 

When, thereſore, Plants, by this Means, 
enjoy a conſtant freſh Air, they will proba- 
bly thrive with Vigour, and alſo become 
more hardy, by being always in a temperate 
Air, than when they are ſometimes ſtewed 
in the foul, hot, and cloſe confined Vapour 
of the Hot-bed, and Perſpiration of the 
Plants; freſh, pure Air, being as requiſite 
and ſalutary for Plants as for Animals, There 
is in the Middle of the Tin Tube a rouns 
Valve, which turns on an Axle, fo as to open 
or cloſe the Tube more or leſs, if it be found 
needful, in Proportion to the different De- 
grees of the Heat of the Dung or Bark, and 
the different Temperatures of the outer Air. 
Or there may be a ſliding Shutter at the low- 
er Wedge-like Board, on which the Tin 
Tube is fixed. 

It is very probable, that the Flavour of 
Melons and Pines will, by this Means be 
conſiderably more delicate, than when, in 
the common Way, thay are long ſtewing in 
the foul Vapour of Dung or Bark, and of 
what perſpires from the lants, For it is a 
Matter of common Obſervation, that the 
Fruits on Trees both thrive moſt kindly, and 
are alfo the better flavoured, the more freg- 
ly they perſpire in a pure Air. 

II. There is alſo another Improvement, 
which, as I have lately found on Trial, will 
be of further conſiderable Benefit in Melon-

Supply of freſh warm Air, it may be well Prope 
to have three or four Pipes in each Melon.

ſucceſſively with freſh hot Dung, as the for. pace 
mer grows cold: And there may be more in wh 
than one Pipe in each Dung-heap, if requir- Wl Value 
ed: and if the the Bottom of the Duyng-heap | 
is a Foot under Ground, to give the Pipe a 
greater Slope, the more Air will aſcend up 
it.

The other Letters are in the ſame Style; 
and the fifth Letter is dated March 1747, 
Our Author adds ; if theſe Letters are genu- 
ine, Mr. Bower, who on the 25th of March- 
1747, .commenced ſo. zealous a Champion 
for the Reformation, was, on the rath of 
March 1747, a. very zealous Papiſt, unre- 
ſervedly ſubmiſſive to his Superiors. The 
Letters have been compared with other Pie- 
ces written by him, and they appear un- 
queſtionably of the ſame Hand-writing. 

The TranſaQtion referred to in theſe Let- 
ters is, that Mr. Bower being ejected from 
the Order of the Jeſuits, he negotiated ſeveral 
Years about being readmitted, but without 
Succeſs ; but that having ſome Diſſatisfacti- 
on of Mind on the Account of it, he pro- 
ſeſſed his earneſt Deſire to be readmitted a- 
mong the Jeſuits, employed his Friends to 
uſe their Intereſt in Purſuance of it, and not 
only offered to put a Sum of Money into 
their Hands as a Teſtimonial, or Evidence 
of his Confidence and Attachment to them, 
but actually, 2 50 17, 1743, did put in- 
to the Hands of Father Sber born the Sum of 
1350/7. for which he received Security, by 
a Bond, and was then, about the Year 1744, 
received into their Order, 

Notwithſtanding, from the various Hiſ- 
tories, we alſo learn, that Mr. Bower had 
nct advanced this Sum any conſiderable 
Time, before he had ſome Reaſons to wiſh 
himſelf releaſed from his Vows ; and he 
contrived how he might obtain it, but as it 
appears, without any Succeſs : He therefore 
publiſhed his Propoſals, 1747, for printing 


the Hiſtory of the Popes, And on the 2oth. 
of Fane, the ſame Year, the Jeſuits paid 
| him 
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him the Money ; and, as we learn, by com- 
muting, or compounding, in fome Meaſure 
-adjuſted it in a pretty amicable Manner. 
Mr. Carteret might here be conſidered as 
inſtrumental to his Reconciliation with the 
Order, and as an Evidence of the Truth of 
it, &c, but is not ſo material in this Narra- 
tion as Mrs. Hoyles's (Widow of Mr. Hoyles, 
Printer) Account of Mr. Bower. The Sub- 
Nance of this is, that Mr. Bower had paid 
his Addreſſes to Mrs, Sutton, and met at 
Mrs. Hoyles's Houſe ; that ſhe was a Catho- 
lic, and that Mr. Biewer had taken on him 
the Character of a Knight of Malta; but 
Mrs. Sutton ſaid ſhe muſt not marry him;

26. The Pruſſians have entered Bohemia 
in different Places. The King of Pruſſia 
and Marſhal Keith, at the Head of 5 — 
Men, near Auſſig; Field Marſhal /Co 
Schwerin and General Winterfield, with 
36,000 Men, at Trantenau; and the Prince 
of Brunſwick Bevern at Richemberg, with 
20,000 Men. Theſe three Armies have car- 
ried all the Imperial Poſts that were in their 
Way; but it is ſcarce poſſible to give Parti- 
culars, becauſe all the Advices coneerning 
the Opening of the Campaign vary ſo much, 
that we find nothing certain in them, but 
that the Pruſſians have got the Start of the 
Auſtrians, The Prince of Brunſwick Be 
vern, according to ſeveral Letters, met with 
moſt Reſiſtance ; he even was in Danger of 
being ſurrounded ; but he extricated himſelf 
glorioufly. . 


A Relation of the Action in Bohemia between 
the —— and Auſtrians, Publiſbed ot 
Berlin y Authority, 


HIS Highneſs the Duke of Bevern, at 
the Head of the Army which was in Luſa- 
tia, having on the 2oth of April drawn his 
Men out of their Quarters of Cantonment 
near Zittau, took immediately, without the 
Loſs of one Man, the Poſts of Krattau and 
Graffenſtein in Bohemia. The ſame Day, 
aftcr driving the Enemy from Kratzen, he 
marched towards Machendorf, near Reich- 
enberg. In the Morning, Colonel Putkam - 
mer, at the Head of his Huſſars, had put 
to Flight ſome Hundreds of the Enemy's 
Cuiraſſiers, commanded by Prince Lichten- 
ſtein, and made a Captain, two Subalterns, 
and upwards of ſixty private Men Priſoners. 
The reft, who were entirely diſperſed, ral- 
lied with much Difficulty, near Kratzen, 
Our Huſſars lay all Night upon their Arms. 

On the 21ſt at Day-break, our Troops 
marched in two Columns, by Habendorff, 
towards the Enemy's Army, of 28,000 
Men, commanded by Count Konigſegg, 
which was poſted near Reichenberg. As 
ſoon as the Lines were formed, they advanc- 
ed to the Enemy*s Cavalry, which conſiſted 
of thirty Squadrons drawn up three deep, 
the two Wings being ſupported by Infantry 
poſted behind Redoubts and Entrenchments. 
We at firſt canonnaded the Enemy's Horſe, 
who ſuffered little by it, being covered by a 
Village on their Right, and on their Leſt by 


a Wood, where they had thrown up Re- 


doubts and Entrenchments. The Duke of 
Bevern ordered fifteen Squadrons of Dra- 
goons of the ſecond Line to advance; and 
two Battalions of Grenadiers, ſeconded by 
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unt 


the Prince of Pruffia's Regiment, having 
attacked the Wood on our Right, and gut 
över all the Entrenchments and Barricades 
the Dragoons, who by that Means had thei 
Flank covered, put the Enemy's Horſe t 
the Rout. The Generals Normann and 
Katt, and the Prince of Wurtemberg be. 
haved with ſo much Bravery and Pruden 
on this Occaſion, that tho' they were flank. 
ed by the Enemy's Cannon, they handled 
their Horſe-Grenadiers very roughly, 

Lieutenant General Leſtewitz attacked, 
at the ſame Time, with our left Wing, the 
Redoubts that covered Reichenberg: And 
though he had ſeveral Defiles and rifing 
Grounds to paſs, which the Enemy had oc. 
cupied, the Regiment of Darmſtadt forced 
them all, and drove the Enemy, after re- 
ceiving ſome Diſcharges of their Cannon 
and Small Arms, upwards of a Mile before 
them, as far as Rochlitz and Dorffel, 

The Loſs of the Auſtrians, as far as we 
have been able to learn, amounts to 1060 
killed and wounded, We have made up. 
wards of 20 Officers and 400 Soldiers Pri. 
ſoners, and alſo found ſome Cannon and 
Waggons with Stores in the Intrenchment, 
We ſuſpect that General Porporati is among 
the Number of the Slain, ſome Letters di- 
rected to him being found in the Field of 
Battle. The Action began at Half an Hour 
after Six in the Morning, and laſted till E- 
leven, On our Side, 7 Subaltern Officers, 
and about 100 private Men, were killed, 
General Normann, Major Mellin, Colonel 
Lettow, 3 other Majors, 3 Captains, 
Subaltern Officers, and 150 private Men, 
were wounded. Both the Officers and the 
private Men deſerve the higheſt Commenda- 
tions. His Highneſs the Prince of Bevem 
eſpecially, who had already diſtinguiſhed 
himſelf in a ſignal Manner in former Cam- 
paigns, and laſt Year at the Battle of Lowo- 
ſitz, gave in this Action new Proofs of his 
Skill and Courage,

People of all Nations reſort hither as to a 
general Mart. Brocades of Gold and Sil- 
ver, Velvets, Sattins, Taffeties, Stuffs of 
Silk, Linnen, and Cotten, and Callicoes, 
are all manuſactured here. Other principal 
Articles of Merchandize are candied Sugar, 
Caſha, Cumin, Honey, Lac, Opium, Bo- 
rax, Ginger, and Myrabaian: (a ſmall Fruit 
uſed in Pharmacy of the Size of a Prune) 
Sal Armoniac, and Indigo,“ which latter 
grows here in great Quantities. This Town, 
by peculiar Privilege, is exempt from all 
Duties, either Import or Export, which is 
one great Cauſe of its univerſal and exten. 
five Commerce. Strangers are allowed to 
buy or ſell any Commodities whatſcever, 
contraband Goods only excepted ; ſuch as 
Gunpowder, Lead, and Salt-petre : And

of the Governor for a ſmall Acknowledg-- 
ment. : 

The Territories and Dependance of Ama- 
daþat comprehend-25 large Towns and near 
3000 Villages, which produce a Revenue 
of about 20 Millions, The Governor pays 
a great Part of it to the Mogul; and, beſides, 
is obliged to maintain a conſiderable Body of 
Troops. | 

As Indigo, in its .greateſt Perfection, is 
produced at a ſmall Diſtance from Amada - 
er. we ſhall give you a ſhort Account of it. 

ie Herb of which it is made reſembles the 

Shodts. of the yellow Carrot, but is more 
bitter and ſhorter ; ſending forth Branches 
like the Bramble, and growing in good 
Years to the Height of 6 or 7 Feet, Its 
Flower reſembles that of the 'Thiſtle, and its 
Seed is like that of Muſtard. It is ſown in 
the Month of Fune, andthe Plants are cut 
in December, It is ſown once in 3 Years ; 
and the firſt Year the Plant is out, within a 
Foot of the Ground, The Wood or Stalk 
of the Plant, which has been cut, is thrown 
away, and the Leaves are ſet to dry in the 
Sun; aſter that, they are ſteeped 4 or 5 
Days in a ſtone Trough, and kept often 
ſtirred, till the Water has imbibed the Co- 
Jour and Virtue of the Herb. Then the 
Water is poured out into another Trough, 
where it is left to ſettle for a Night. Next 
Day the Water is drawn off, and the Settle- 
ment, when dried in the Sun, is the beſt of 
Indigo. | 

Thirty. five Leagues to the South of Cam- 
baya, and about 50 from Amadabat, is the 
famous City of Surat, one of the fineſt, 
richeſt, and greateſt Marts, not only of the 
Mogul's Country, but of all the Indies, ſitu- 
ate about 4 Leagues from the Sea to the 
South, on the River Tapta, which ſerves 
them for a Harbour. 

Surat was one of the firſt Objects of Ez- 
ropean Ambition. The Portugueſe eſtabliſn- 
ed themſelves there by Force of Arms about 
the Year 1550. The Engliſ followed them 
in 1669; the Dutch in 1516 ; and the French 
in 1665, It is here the Indians embark, to 
go and trade on the Coaſt of Perſia, Arabia, 
Egypt, and Africa; even to the Cape of 
Gocd-Hope, and in the Iſland of Madagaſ* 
car, to buy Nutmegs in the Peninſula of 
Malacca, beyond the Ganges ; Cloves in the 
Ind of Celibes, Cinnamon in Ceylon, Pearls 
at Cape-Comorin, and Muſk at Bengal.

Mangalar is the laſt Place of the Ring- 
dom of Canara, and is ſeparated from Ma- 
labar by a Wall of 8 Leagues. 

Calicut, which is the Capital of a ſecond 

"Kingdom on the Coaſt of Malabar, is 3 
-Leagues in Circuit, well fituated for Trade, 
but the Inhabitants are groſsly involved in 
Superſtition and Idolatry, to the Prejudice 
— Commerce, Though it belongs to 
the Province, the Eng/ifþ are permitted to 
have a Factory 2 15 
Cochin, the Capital of the Kingdom, which 
hears its Name, is divided into the high and 
low Town; one, viz. Madelſla, is fituated 
at the Mouth of a large River, called Man- 
gati, which is ſtrongly fortified ; the other 
-a Village, where the Portugueſe ſettled on 
their firſt Navigation to the Indies ; but the 
Dutch took it from them in 1662, and car- 
ried on a great Trade there in Pepper; 
which, with that of Calicut, is the beſt that 
grows in the Ingres, 

Tangier, which is fituate at the Diſtance 
of 20 Leagues, is the Capital of a fmall Prin- 
cipality of that Name, where, though the 
Prince and People are great Enemies to the 
Chriſtian Religion; yet it is affirmed, that 
they have 740 Houſes in that City, (many of 
them are Engliſh) and are allowed the free 
Exerciſe of their Religion, 

Paſſing the Iſle of Ceylon, we come to 
Tranguebar, which belongs to the Danes, 
who purchaſed it in 1630, They have * 
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fed it. There is alſo one Catholic, and three 
Proteſtant Churches, The King of Denmark 
maintains Miniſters here. He eſtabliſhed 
printing here, and after printing ſeveral 
{mall Books on religious Subjects, both in 
the Malabar and Portugueſe Language, they 
printed the New TSfament, and fince they 
ate printing or have printed the 0/4 Tefta- 
ment. 

On the Coromonde] Coaſt, about 8 Leagues 
from hence N. is Fort St, David's, belong- 
ing to the Engliſb. This is one of the ſtrong- 
eſt and moſt regular Fortreſſes the Engliſh 
have in India, from whence they import 
Chints, Calicoes, and Muſlins. And about 
10 Leagues to the Northward lies 

Pondicherry, which is. the fineſt Settle- 
ment, and principal Factory of the French, 
where are regular Fortreſſes, furniſhed with 
warlike Stores, and 200 Pieces of Cannon. 
Here neither the Engliſh nor the Dutch have 
any Factory. |

Growth hereabouts is the Cocoa- tree. 

Sadraſpatan is a ſmall maritime Town, 
and well peopled, about 2 Day's Journey 
from Pondicherry, The Dutch took it from 
the Germans, At a ſmall Diſtance ſtands

Melia pour, the Capital of Coromandel, 
which was ſeized by the Portugueſe under the 
Command of Gama. This City has fre- 
quently changed its Fortune and Sove- 
reign. 

ſoining to this, is the City of Madra ſi. 
As Meliapour conſiſts chiefly of Indians and 
Pagans, the latter is almoſt filled with Chri-

Fort and Factory called St. George's Fort, 


an" WY ich is as healthful, and pleaſant a Situ- 
* ation as any in the Indies; where the Exgliſt 
* purchaſe of the Natives Chints, Muſlins, 
10 and ſometimes Diamonds. And there is a 
the univerſal Toleration of Religion there, for 
oy which, with ſome other Privileges they pay 
er; a certain Tribute to the Mogul. 
hat The Company purchaſed this Settlement 
and Terrifory of the King of Golconda ; but 
100 the Mogul afterwards making a Conqueſt of 
* the Country, looks upon himſelf entitled 
to ĩt. 
on Golconda, which gives Name to the King- 
hat dom, was once only a Pleafure- garden, on 
ol the Top of a little Mountain; but is now a 
res conſiderable City, and has a Palace in it. 
Mahomedaniſm is the Religion of the Prince, 
to and conſequently, of the People. Thus 
10, the Temples of this Country are not filled 
. with Pagan Images, but with Moſques, 


ied after the Manner of the Turks, The Mines 
of Cold, Diamonds, Saphires, and other 
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Rice and Vegetables; but the principal 
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precious Stones, have filled the Palace with 
immenſe Riches; but if any Diamond be 
ound above a certain Size, it is concealed, 
leaſt the grand Mogu/ ſhould demand it. 

The Bezoar is another Source of this 
Prince's Riches, of which ſome grow inter- 
nally in Cows, Goats, and a Species of 
Apes; others externally, and differ in Co- 
lour and Value as well as Size, 

We might now enter upon a Deſcription 
of the Peninſula beyond the Gang s, and 
Indian Iles ; but as theſe have not ſo imme- 
diate a Concern with the Europeans, the Map 
is ſufficient to ſhew their Situation, Tc, 

From the ſhort Account already given, the 
Indian Wealth muſt have firſt drawn the 
Sons of Fame into thoſe Countries ; where- 
in, not only the Neceſſaries of Life are to be 
found, but a Profuſion of other Delights, 
unknown to other Climes. And the more 
their wonderful Praduct ions have been known; 
the more the Ambition of ſeveral European 
Nations to gain Settlements, Factories, Cc. 
and Trade to the Indies has been encreaſed. 

Next to the Dutch, the Engliſh Nation are 
juſtly reputed to poſſeſs the greateſt Share 
in the Commerce to the Indies, The Origi- 
nal of the Britiſþ Eaft- India Trade dreck 
to thoſe remote Iſlands, properly commen- 
ces from the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
when, by her Encouragement, the North 
Paſſage was found out by Sir Francis Drake, 
This was in the Year 1528, and the Account 
given of the Eaſe and Advantage of trading 
thither, animated both Noblemen and Mer- 
chants to apply to Queen Elizabeth for a 
Charter for that G 2 which was obtain- 
ed in the 43d Year of her Reign. By this 
Charter they were created a Body corporate, 
under the Title of the Governour and Com- 
pany of Merchants of London trading to the 
Eoft- Indies: In Conſequence of this Charter, 
a joint Stock was raiſed for carrying it into 
Execution. A Capital ſo conſiderable, as 
ſhewed the Spirit of the Engliſh, and enabled 
them to fit out, and furnith with mercantile 
Commodities, five ſtout Ships, and gave us 
the moſt ſanguine Hopes of ſpeedy Advan- 
tage; but tis hardly to be conceived how 
induſtriouſly the Dutch ſought to deprive us 
of any Favour among the Indians, or any 
Trade, Settlement, or Factory among them, 
by the moſt falſe, baſe, and wicked Infinu- 
ations, that the Engliſh were poor, paris 
ous, oppreſſive, cruel, Cc. Notwit 
ing this, the Succeſs of the Company, in a 
few Years, became apparent, and the great 
Quantity of India Goods, which hefore had 
been purchaſed of the Dutch, or Portugueſe, 
convinced us of the Importance of this Com- 
merce, Nevertheleſs it appears from the 
beſt Accounts that can be collected from Hi- 
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ſtory, that there was a long Interval, where- 
in this Company met with great Obſtruc- 
tions abroad, and their Trade greatly decli- 
ned, till about the Year 1613, they obtain- 
ed a Settlement at Gombroon, on the Coaſt of 
Pera. This City lying in the Lat. 270 
40! North, and being juſtly accounted one 
of the greateſt Marts of the Eaſt, their 2d 
Settlement was that at Moco, a Place of 
great Traffic, and where the Engliſh are 
much careſſed, and carry on a great Trade 
in Coffee, and other Commodities : But in 
theſe Parts they ſuffered from the Exaction 
of the Arabian Princes, They likewiſe ob- 
tained Factories or Settlements at Baroach, 
Swally, Tellecherry, &c. with ſome others 
before-mentioned. And upon Application, 
King James II, ſoon after his Acceſſion to 
the Crown, in 1685, enlarged their Charter, 
In the Year 1690, the Engliſþ obtained 
Leave, from the grand Mogul, to have a 
Settlement at Calcutta, As we enter the 
Mouth of the Ganges, which was the Place 
Mr. Job Channock, the Company's Agent at 
Bengal, fixed on, though not deemed a very 
healthy Place. they erected Fort Milliam. On 
the Plan of an irregular Tetragon they built 
a handſome Church, a ſtately Edifice for 
the Governour, convenient Houſes for Fac- 
tors, neceſſary Storehouſes, an Hoſpital! for 
fick Perſons, with many neat Gardens, Fiſh- 
ponds, c. of Conſequence to the Honour 
of the Company, and the Envy of others ; 


for in 1698, another Eaft- India Company 


was eſtabliſhed by Charter, called the Eng- 
Ii Company of Merchants trading to the 
aft- Indies; upon the Advance of a Loan 
of Two Million to the Government. And 
in the Year 1702, an Expedient was found 
put for uniting theſe Companies, which 
was done to the Satisfaction and Advantage 
of both ; and a Charter of Union was gran- 
ted them. Their joint Stock now became 
an immenſe Capital. And their ſaid Stock, 
according to their Charter, is to be eſteem- 
ed in Law, perſonal Eſtate, and the Shares 
exempt from Taxes, and that no Member 
mould, in Reſpect to his Stock only, be a 
Bankrupt, and that all Goods, imported by 
the Company, are to be ſold openly by Inch 
of Candle. ts 3 5 
Thus being qualified as well as privileged, 
they have many Vears extended and increa- 
ſed their Trade, ſo as to be a Source of Ho- 
nour and Wealth to that Body : But there 
are many Men of penetrating Genĩuſſes, who 
have greatly cenſured the Grant ofſuch Pri- 
vileges whereby that Trade has been ſo far 
ingroſſed, and appropriated to a ſelect Body, 
and not leſt it to be of more general Uſe to 
the Community; as public Good, it is ſaid, 
Is preferable to private, * © 
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Here we ſhould conclude our Account of 


the Indies, were it not for two remarkable 
Events, which have happened this laſt Year, 
viz. the taking Gheria Fort, and Angria, the 
noted Pirate, and the Deſcent of the Nabi 
upon the Fort and Settlement of the Engliþ 
at Calcutta, 

Of Tulagee Angria, we may obſerve, that 
he was Succeſſor to Sambajee Angria, who 
had taken the Derbyſhire Iadiaman in 111, 
His Dominions reach from Gberia, near 
Bombay, to Manlo, another Sea-port, which 
is 120 Miles along the Sea coaſt, containing 
ſeveral Harbours, among which are Anti. 
Gburia, Livanei, and Southern- Rock, and 
within Land, this Territory reaches about 
60 Miles, 

The South Rajah, though a potent Prince, 
had not been able to defend himſelf againſt 
the 1ſogul, but Tula gee Angria, being his De- 
pendant, has entered into the ſame Meaſures 
to moleſt the Mogul's Subjects; in Conſe, 
quence of which, he has greatly obſtructed the 
Trade to Surat, which is the principal Place 
of Trade in all India, This laid the Bg. 
liſp under a Neceſſity of protecting the Trade 
and Navigation between Bombay and Surat, 
which has been the Occaſion of the Diffe- 
rence between us and Angria; but as he wu 
in Arrears with tlie Saurk Raj ab, and reſu- 
ſed to pay him the Morratoes, offered to join 
their Force to ours, in order to reduce him; 
this has been done, at leaſt in Part, by a 
Junction of Admiral Watſon's Squadron, 
with two of the Eaft- India Company's Ships, 
as appears by the Gazette of November th, 
dated the 15th of February, and 10th of 
March in Gberia Harbour: For Particulars, 
ſee our Magazine for Nowember 17 56, Page 
419. 

The other extraordinary Event was, the 
unexpected Blow our Settlement at Calcytta 
met with. We apprehend we have, as yet, but 
a partial Account of it; eſpecially as we can 
judge only by the Reporcs of ſome who made 
their Eſcape, It ſeems pretty certain, that 
there was a new Nabeb appointed, but whe- 
ther upon the Death of the old One, is not ſo 
certain; for ſome Accounts relate, that the 
old Nabob died, and others, that the Go- 
vernour and Council protected the old One, 
who had been depoſed, However, this 1$ 
certain, that there was a Difference between 
the preſent Nabob, and Governor Drake at 
Calcutta, and whether he ſummoned that 
Factory to deliver up the old Nabob, and 
that was refuſed; or for whatever other 
Cauſe, the Nabob, Souragee Doulab, about 
the latter End of May 1756, made a Deſcent 
with a conſiderable Force on the Territory 
of Bengal, and having, it is ſaid, by Arti- 
fice, inveigled Mr, Vatts, the Chief of Caſ- 
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„uzar into his Tent, under pretence of 
\ccommodating Matters, detained him, and 
obliged him to ſend for Meſſieurs Collet and 
Batſon, two of the Council, As ſoon as they 
ame to the Nabob's Tent, he ſecured Mr. 
Batſon, and ſent Mr, Co/ler to perſuade the 
people to deliver up the Factory, with the 
Guns, Ammunition, &c, and kept Mr, 
Watts as an Hoſtage 3 and on the 4th of 

une the Factory was ſurrendered, notwith- 
tanding it was warmly oppoſed by ſome 
Gentlemen. 

The Nabob has ſince given Mr. Watts and 
Mr. Collet their Liberty, and permitted them 
to live on the French Factory at Caſſimbuzar, 

After this Point' was gained, the Nabob 
marched with all his Forces, Horſe and Foot, 
which amounted to 70,000, to Calcutta, 
threatening to drive the Engliſb out of the 
Country. On the 15th he began the Siege; 
ſome made their Eſcape on his Approach, 
the Women and Children were ſent on board 
the hips lying before the Fort; the Go- 
vernor, and ſome of the principal Officers 
alſo, got on Board, and ſailed away, leaving 
the People in the Fort without a Poſſibility 
of ſecuring a Retreat, 

The whole Number, left in the Fort, were 
259 effective Men; and Mr. He//wel/ would 
have obtained Articles of Capitulation, bur 
they were obliged to ſurrender at Diſcretion, 

The Account alſo mentions, that 170 
were impriſoned, in a Dungeon, ſo cloſe 
and ſuffocating, that the next Morning 16 
only were left alive. 

That Mr. Hollwell, Mr. Court, and Mr. 
Burdet were carried up the Country, loaded 
with Irons, and had only Rice and Water 
for Proviſion.

ng. 

Another Letter mentions, that ſome Mea- 
ſures have been taken by thePrefidents of Fort 
St. George and Bombay, in Conjunction with 
Admiral Watſon, who Commands the Na- 
val, and Colonel Clive, the Commander of 
the Land Forces, to re-eſtabliſh the Com- 
pany at Bengal, and to obtain Satisfaction 
of the Nabeb. 

Other Letters ſay, the great Mogul and 
the Nabobs of Dacca and Cattack are march- 
ed, and are actually arrived at Muxadavat, 
in order to ſubdue this Nabod, and to appoint 
another in his Room, 

By a Letter very lately received, dated 
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Oftober 10, 1756, from on Board the Marl- 
borough Indiaman, in Madraſs Road, we 
have the following Advice, That the Bela- 
war ſailed with Troops to reinforce the 
Garriſon at Bengal, but came too late; in a 
ſhort Time after our Arrival, we had the me- 
lancholy News of its being taken by an Ar- 
my of-70,000 Men, who carried the Place 
in a very little Time, having taken on their 
March the Factories of Caſſimbuxar and Dac- 
ca, The Governor's Conduct is much cen- 
ſured here; its ſaid the Commandant, Mi- 


litary Officers, and himſelf, quitted the Place 


firſt, and leſt the Writers and a great Num- 
ber to be cut to Pieces in defending the Fort. 
After they had Poſſeſſion, they put 150 into 
a Warehouſe, of whom 16 only were alive 
next Morning. The Governor is at Fulta, 
a ſmall Dutch Place with nothing but Huts, 
about 12 Leagues Diſtance from Calcutta; 
the Women, and the Remainder of the In- 
habitants, are on board the Ships in the Ri- 
ver. The Nabob has quitted the Place with 
the greateſt Part of his Army, but left a Gar- 
riſon to defend it: He is a young Man, lately 
come to the Government; and a Frenchman, 
the Marquis de St, Fagues, commands his 
Army. 

This has thrown Affairs into great Con- 
fuſion here ; but it has been at Length reſolv- 
to to ſend the Squadron, the Walpole, and 
us, to retake the Place, the Cheſter field be- 
ing ordered home. We have now on board 
the whole Train of Artillery, and are em- 
barking 400 Seapoys, and the Company be- 
longing to the Train : we ſhall have near 
600 Men .on board ; all the Company's 
Troops go in the Men of War, but none of 
the King's Regiment, The N. E. Monſoon 
is now ſetin ; ſo that we judge we ſhall be 
fix Weeks in getting to Bengal: Had they 
come to a Reſolution a Fortnight ago, we 
might have been there by this Time. As the 
70 Gun Ships draw ſo much Water, the Sa- 
„ of $3 Guns, the 20 Gun Ship, and 
the Walpole and Mariborougb, are to lay a- 
gainſt the Fort, 

This Accident has given a great Stroke to 
Trade, and a ſevere Shock to all the Mer- 
chants in India, which will be very ſenſibly 
felt, as Bengal was the very Center of the 
Malabar and Coromandel Coaſt together. 
There were fix Ship-loads of Goods in the 
Warehouſes when it was taken,

Any Officer, neglecting to return his Liſt, 
or making a falſe or partial Liſt, ſnall be 
committed for a Month to the common Goal, 
or be fined not more than five Pounds, or 
leſs than 408. | 

Every private Man ſerving for himſelf 
ſhall be exempted from Statute Work, from 
ſerving Peace or Pariſh Offices, or in the 
regular Forces. 

He that has ſerved three Years ſhall not 
ſerve again until by Rotation it comes to 
his Turn. 

Married Men, having perſonally ſerved in 
the Militia, if called out in Caſe of Invaſion 
or Rebellion, ſhall be entitled to the ſame 
Privilege of ſetting up Trades in any Place 
of Great- Britain or Ireland, as by AR 22 
Geo, II. is granted to Mariners or Soldiers. 

A Quaker refuſing to ſerve ſhall hire 
another in his Stead ; and if he neglects, 
a Sum ſhall be levied upon him by Diſtreſs, 
ſufficient to hire another Man. 

Within one Month after the Return of 
the Liſts, the Lieutenant and two Deputies, 
or without the Lieutenant, three Deputics 
ſhall form the Militia of each County into 
Regiments, conſiſting of not more than 
twelve, nor leſs than ſeven Companies of 
forty Men each; appointing the commiſ- 
fioned and non commiſſioned Offigers to 
each Company. 

They ſhall be exerciſed thus : On the firſt 
Monday in the Months of March, April, 
May, June, July, * September, and 
Ottober, they ſhall be exerciſed in half 
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Companies; and on the third Monday ia 
the ſaid Month in Companies, 

And once every Year, on the Tueſday, 
Wedneſday, Thurſday, and Friday, of 
Whitſun- Week, they ſhall be execciſed in 
whole Regiments. 

No Man ſhall be exerciſed in half Com- 
pany or Companies more than fix Miles front 
his own Houſe, . 

Notice of the Time and PſRe of Meet- 
ing ſhall be ſent by the Lieutznant and two 
Deputies, or, without the Licutenant, by 
three Deputies, to the High Conſtables, and 
by them to the Petty Conſtables, who ſhall 
fix them upon the Door of their reſpective 
Churches, , 

The Lieutenant ſhall appoint at Pleaſure 
a Regimental Clerk, a Serjcant- Major out 
of the Serjeants, and a Dium- Major cut 
of the Drummers. 


If it ſhall be thought inconvenient on 


Account of the Fairs or Markets to exerciſe 
the Militia on the Day ſet by this AR, 
Order may be made by three Deputies, or 
two Deputies and one Juſtice, or one 
Deputy and three Juſtices, for excercifing 
them on any other Day, Sunday excepted. 
In Counties where the Militia do not 
amount to ſeven Companics, and therefore 
cannot make a Regiment, they ſhall be 
formed into a Battalion, under the Lieute- 
nant and one Field- Officer, one Adjutant, 
who ſhall be a Subaltern in the Army, a 
Serjeant- Major, a Drum- Major, and a 
Clerk ſhall be appointed them, and they 
*ſhall be exerciſed as a complete Regiment. 


Where a whole Company or a half Com- 


pany cannot be brought together, they may 
be exerciſed in (ſmaller Numbers as the 
Lieutenant or Deputies ſh:1I1 direct. 

One Commiſſioned Off cr ſhall attend 
the Exerciſe of the half Co.upany, and iu- 
ſpect their Arms and Accoutrements, 

The Arms and Cloths of the i ititia ſhall 
be carefully kept by the Captain of each 
Company in Cheſts, provided by the Pariſh 
where they are depoſited. The Muſkets 
ſhall be marked with an M, and the Name 
of the County, 

The King's Lieutenants, or the Colonels,

.of Cannon of 24 Pounders, four of which 
pointed down the River, On the 15th In- 
ſtant I ſailed with the Kent, Tyger, and Sa - 
liſbury. The 20 Gun Ship and Sloop I or- 
dered up the River ſome Days before to co- 
verthe Boats attending on the Camp. 

On the 18th I anchored about two Miles 
below Chandenagore, and obſerved the 

French had done every Thing in their Power 

to obſtruct our .Paſſage, by ſinking two 

Ships, a Ketch, a Hulk, a Snow, and a 

Veſſel without any Maſts, all directly in the 

Chatmel, within Gun - hot of the Fort, and 
laying two Bombs, moor'd with Chains, 
acroſs the River. This cauſed ſome Delay, 
till the Bombs were cut adrift, and I could 
diſcover, by ſounding, a proper Channel to 
paſs through, which the Pilots found out 
without being at the Trouble of weighinga- 
ny of the Veſſels.

Letter from Major-General Count Palfi to Ge- 
neral Count Nadaſti, dated at Stennan, Au- 
guſt 12, 1757- No. 5, 

- © The Day before yeſterday I ſent my 

Courier to Dreſden,” and laſt Night he re- 

turned, He told me he got fate into the 
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Town in the Dreſs of a Courier belonging to 
the Court, which the Queen's Courier hrought 
to him out of the City; and that he had the 
Honour to talk for two Hours with the 


Queen and Electoral Prince, who informed 


themſelves exactly of every Thing that relat- 
ed to us, and ſeem'd highly fatisfied with our 
Troops. The Queen told him, that there were 
indeed about $oco of the Enemy 's Forces at 
Dreſden, but that 5000 of them were Miro- 
ders, and the reſt compoſed the Garriſon; 
that 4000 of our Priſoners were lodged in 
the Manege; that the Pruſſians continued to 
throw up Entrenchments, to place Palli- 


ſades, and make Ditches and Mines in diffe- 


rent Places round Dreſden ; and that ſhe ap- 
prehended that if -our Troops approached 
ſtill nearer to the Town, the Enemy would 
nder and ſet Fire to it, as they hid pub- 
ickly declared they would ; and that ſhe 
begged your Excellency to take Meaſures 
that there might be no room to be afraid of 
that Diſaſter. 

« The Queen faid farther, that the great - 
eſt Part of the Townſmen were favourably 
inclined towards the Pruffians ; and that 
there were even ſeveral Perſons belonging to 
the Court who were not to be truſted ; that 
there was a double Guard in the Caſtle and 
round it ; and that there were about 20,000 
Tons of Meal and go, oo Meaſures of Oats 
in the Magazine ; and that the Oxen which 
were lately taken were not for her, but for 
the Garriſon, 

% The Queen alſo deſires, that if any 
thing new and important ſhould happen, ſhe 
may be immediately informed of it by ſend- 
ing a truſty Perſon with a Letter to her; 
which may eaſily be done. 

% She alſo cauſed my Courier to be carri- 
ed round the Town, that he might he able 
to inform me of the Poſition of the Enemy 
and their Diſpoſitions. He tells me that the 
zreateſt Part of the Enemy 3s in the Old 
Town, on the other Side of the Water, ard 
that they have planted fourteen Iron Can- 
non on the Side of the River : That on this 
Side of the Water, in the Suburbs and chief- 
ly in the Gardens, there are about fourteen 
Redoubts, all palliffaled and furniſhed with 
four Guns each; that they continue the 
Entrenchments and Mines at Schwartzthor 
that there are only thirty Huſſars witha Lieu- 
tenant employed to reconnoitre z and that 
there are Six of theſe Huſſais and a Corpo- 
ral in the Village of Luſswitz, on the o- 
ther Side of the Water; that all the Ge- 
nerals, and the King's Baggage are in the 
Old Town near the fourteen. Cannon; and 
that, notwithſtanding all theſe Difpoltions, 
the Pruſſians held themſelves ready to marc 
on the firſt Notice; and that there were a- 

5A buut 
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bout Twenty empty Barges in the Elbe, but 
that it was not known whether they were 
intended to carry off any thing, or no.“ 


Though the Dutch Gazettes are not poſi- 
tive as to the King of Pruſſia's defeating the 
Prince of Soubiſe's Army, there are private 
Letters from Amſterdam which ſay, that a 
Battle was fought the 224 of September, 
wherein the former gained a complete Vic- 
tory ; and that his Pruſſian Majeſty had, 
at the ſame Time, defeated ſuch Part of the 
Army of the Empire as did not acquieſce in 
his Propoſal to lay down their Arms, 
Berlin, Sept, 24. According to our Ad- 
vices from the King's Army, it was on the 
20th near Erfurth, and his Majefty had fix- 
ed his Head-Quarters at Kirſchleben. On 
the 19th in the Morning, Major General 
Sedlitz, who commanded an advanced Poſt 
near Gotha, perceived that the Enemy 
wanted to furround him. The Corps intend- 
ed for this Purpoſe conſiſted of three Regi- 
ments of Huſſars, two Auſtrian Regiments, 
with the French Regiment of Naſſau Saar- 
bruck, the Grenadiers of France, thoſe of 
the Empire, and a Number of Croats and 
Pandours, followed by two Regiments of 
Horſe, At the Approach of a Force ſo much 
ſuperior, Sedlitz marched out of the Town, 
and took Poſt at ſome Diſtance from it, The 
Grenadiers and Enemy's Huſſars immediate- 
ly took Poſſeſſion of the City and Caſtle of 
Gotha : But General Sedlitz did not ſuffer 
them to remain there long in quiet. After 
being joined by the Regiment of Katt, he or- 
dered his Euſſars, who were ſuſtained by 
ſome Dragoons, to attack them. The Bold- 
neſs of this Enterprize, and the Vigour of 
the Attack were ſuch, that the People of Go- 
tha apprehended the King's main Army was 
come: And the Enemy's Generals who had 
entered the Town with the Troops, were 
thrown into ſuch a Panick, that they thought 
of nothing but of evacuating the City and 
Caſtle as ſoon as poſſible. Their Retreat was 
ſo precipitate, that our Dragoons could not 
come up with them: But our Huſſars dealt 
them many Blows. Thus a Handful of Men 
had the SatisjaQion to put a Body of Soco to 
Flight, with the Loſs of only four killed and 
ten wounded. Among the former are two 
Officers. The Enemy left behind them 30 
Killed ; but their Wounded they carried off. 
We made Priſoners 1 Lieutenant Colonel, 3 
Majors, 4 Licutenants, and 62 Grenadiers, 
Huſſats, &c. and our Huſſars took ſeveral 
Horſes, &c. The Prince de Soubiſe, as well 
as the Prince of Saxe- Hildbourghauſen; and 


many other Officers, were in the Town at 


the Time cf this Aﬀair: M. de Rochau, a 
Saxon Lieutenant. General was among them, 
tho*, as a Priſcner of War, he was bound 


by his Parole of Honour not to ſerve againſt 
the King. It was with much Difficulty he 
made his Eſcape ; all his Baggage was taken. 

Stetin in Pomerania, Sept. 20; Upon our 

receiving the News of an Invaſion of -the 
Swediſh Troops in this Dutchy, every body 
was impatient to know the Reaſons thereof, 
Pruſſia, as to all Appearance, being in a 
profound Peace with-Sweden : till Copies 
of a Declaration, in the Form of a Manifeſto, 
were publiſhed by the General of thoſe 
Troops, whereof the following is a Tran- 
ſlation. 

Wx, Guſtavus-David de Hamilton, Count 
de Barſebeck, &c. Lieutenant General ef the 
Armies of bis 14725 the King of Sweden, 
Commander of bis Troops now in Pomerania; 
cauſe it to be made known, in Conſequence of 
bis Majeſty's Orders, to all the Inhabitants 7 
the Anterior- Pomerania, ſituated on this Side 
the Peene, | \\ 

His Majeſty the King of Sweden, in Qua- 
lity of Guarantee of the Treaty of Weſt- 
phalia, could not excuſe himſelf from cauſing 
his Troops to enter the Pruſſian Diviſion of 
the Dutchy of the Anterior - Pomerania, be- 
ing by ſuch Guaranty obliged to be vigilant 
in the Support of the Conſtitutions of the 


Empire, at this Time inſulted ; to obtain 


ſuch Satisſaction as the States of the Em- 
pire, which have ſuffered Injury, have a 
juſt Right to expect, and to reſtore them the 
Peace which has been infringed by the Vio- 
lation of the ſaid Treaty of Weſtphalia. 

In Conſequence whereof, all Officers ap 
pointed for the Receipt of the public Trea 
ſure in that Part of Pumerania poſſeſſed b 
the Pruſſians, are ordered no longer to carr 
the Produce of the Revenues to Officers o 


the Pruſſian Adminiſtration ; but to depoſit \ 


them in my Hands, in Virtue of the Charge 
I am inveſted with by his Majeſty the King 
of Sweden; and to deliver to me in like man- 
ner all the Forage and Proviſions contained 
in the Magazines of the Country ; the which 
muſt be executed within the Space of eight 
Days at furtheſt, under ſevere Penalty. 

© They are required to give in, within the 
ſaid Term, an exact and authenticated State 
of the Revenues of the Country, with the 
taxed Rents and Produce appertaining to the 
Domain, for the well-ordering of the Finan- 
ces in Conſequence of ſuch Declarations, 

And whereas the Proviſions of Food and 
Forage laid up in the Magazines may not be 
ſufficient for the Support of the Army ; the 
Eſtates of the Country are ſummoned to ſend 
the 18th of this Month, Deputies to the 
Head- Quarters to treat about the Neceſſaries 
to be furniſhed to the Swediſh Troops, 
which ſhall be paid for in ready Money at 
the current and ſettled Market Price, =

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. © His Swediſh Majeſty deſirous, as far as 


the Circumſtances of the Times may admit, 
of eaſing the Subjects of the Anterior-Pome- 
rania, exacts nothing more of them than 
the uſual Expences and Contributions; abo- 
liching all Subſidies exacted of them by the 
King of Pruſſia, which are to ceaſe from 
this Time. He aſſures the Inhabitants both 
of Town and Country, that far from ſub- 
jecting them to any Kind of Taſk, Labour, 
or-moleſting them in the Exerciſe of their 
Vocations, they ſhall, on the Contrary, be 

tected and ſupported therein; that every 
Man may purſue his ordinary Occupation; 
that the Troops ſhall be made to obſerve an 
exact Diſcipline; and that if any Exceſſes 
ſhall be committed, contrary to the Tenor 
of this preſent Declaration, they ſhall be ef- 
fectually ſuppreſſed, and the Authors ſuffer 
exemplary Puniſhment,” 


This Declaration was da t Stralſund, 
the roth of September; ſigned by General 
Count de Hamilton, arid ſealed with his 
Arms, | 

The 15th-of September, the Count de 
Manteuffel, Major General in the Service of 
ing of Pruſſia, and Commander in 
hief of his Troops in the Anterior- Pome- 
rania, publiſhed the following Counter-de- 
claration. 

© On the Part of his Majeſty the King of 
Pruſſia, We Henry de Monteuffel,&c, Where- 
as we have been apprized, that not only a 
Body of Swediſh Troops have entered the 
Pruſſian Pomerania, but that by a Declara- 
tion of General Count de Hamilton, of the 
zoth of September, an Attempt has been 


made to diſſuade the Vaſſals and Subjects of 
Pruffia, from their Duty to their Sovereign, 
and to withdraw them from his lawful Au- 
thority, 

© Soextraordinary a Step was the leſs to 
have been apprehended, as the Treaty con- 
cluded in 1720 eſtabliſhed Peace between 
the two Powers. The Crown of Sweden, 
indeed, wade a Declaration to the General 
Diet of the Empire, tending to maintain the 


Peace of Weſtphalia : But his Majeſty the 


King of Pruſſia, by a Declaration the 14th 
of laſt April, proved in a convincing Man- 
ner, that the Crown of Sweden could not, 
upon any legal Foundation, lay any Thing 
to his Charge, to make it appear that he had 
really diſturbed the Peace of Weſtphalia. . 

© Notwithſtanding his Majeſty the King 
of Pruſſia has the utmoſt Reaſon to rely up- 
e faithful Attachment of his Subjects of 
omerania; yet I could not but think that 
the Duty of my Poſt, and the Command in- 
truſted to my Care, did oblige me by theſe 
Preſents to admoriſh the Vaſſals, Magi- 
ſtrates, and Subjects of the Country, as 
likewiſe the Receivers, publick Officers, and 
others, that they are to perſiſt in the Obſer- 
vance preſcribed to them, in quality of Sub- 
jects towards the Sovereign to whom they 
are lawfully ſubjected, and as ſuch, very 
far from conforming. to the Prohibi- 
tions joined them on the Part of Sweden, 
they are to furniſh, upon the uſual Footing, 
the Services and Contributions which they 
owe to the State to which they are de- 
pendent, under Pain of incurring of their 
Sovereign's high Diſpleaſure, &c.“ 


PLANTATION NEWS, 
| New. York, Avg. 19. 


E HE following is printed here by 
Order, 

© Fort William- Henry, being on the 3d 
Inſt. befieged by a great Army of the French, 
was, on the gth Inſt, after a vigorous Re- 
ſiſtance, obliged to yield to the ſuperior 
Force of the Enemy. Thus far is certain, 
but as to ſome Circumſtances attending what 
follows, we wait for a Confirmation. What 
at preſent is generally received among us 
as Truth, is, That the Enemy conſiſted of 
at leaſt 8000 Men ; ſome make the Number 
much greater, and carry it even to 14 or 
5000: That the greateſt Part were regu- 
lar Troops ; to theſe were added about 1000 
French Indians, and that the reſt of their 
Army were Canadians ; That our Garriſon 


conſiſted of between 2 and 4,000 : That 
they ſuſtained the Siege till they could hold 
out no longer, and had burſt the greateſt Part 
of their Cannon, and fpent almoſt all their 
Ammunition, How many of the Garriſon 
were loſt in the Siege is not yet certain- 
ly known (ſome ſay 100) : nor the Number 
of the Enemy that were ſlain (but it is ſaid 
about 14 or 1500) : That the Fort ſubmit- 
ted upon a Capitulation, with Leave to 
march out with their Arms and Baggage,, 
ſome Ammunition, one Fiece of Cannon, 
and all the Honours of War: That the 
French immediately after the Capitulation, 
moſt perfidiouſly Jet their Indian Blood- 
Hounds looſe upon our People; whereupon 
a few run off with their Arms and light” 

5A 2 Cloathing 
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Cloatbing that they had upon their Backs 
during the Siege, and were purſued by the 
Indians 6 or 7 Miles on their Way to Fort 
Edward; all the reſt were deſpoiled of their 
Arms; the moſt were ſtript ſtark naked; 


many were killed and ſcalped, Officers not 


excepted. All the Engliſh Indians and Ne- 
groes in the Garriſon were ſeized, and ei - 
ther captivated or ſlain, The Throats of 
moſt if not all the Women were cut, their 
Bellies ript open, their Bowels torn out and 
thrown upon the Faces of their dead and dy- 
ing Bodies; and, it is ſaid, that all the Wo- 
men were murdered in one Way or other:

The Report of ſuch 
Cruelty and Barbarity could hardly be be- 
lieved, were we not affured of the harrible 
Maffacre of ſeveral Hundreds of General 
Braddock's wounded Men; of whom we 
Rear not of one that ſurvived the Carnage; 
were we not alſo aſſured of the Murder of 
all the Sick and Wounded: of the Garriſon 


at Oſwego, notwithſtanding the previous 


Capitulation. 
© It is certain that the Growth of the 
Britiſh Colonies has lang been the grand Ob- 
jeR of French Envy; and it is ſaid that their 
Officers have Orders from their Superiors to 
check it at all Events, and to that End to 
make the preſent War as bloody and de- 
ſtructive as poſſible !

muments to the Dead. 


To celebfate the Actions of the Good and 


sD morigs, 
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mories, and to raiſe thereby an Emulation 
in the Living to imitate theit Virtues, was 
ſurely the true Meaning oſ erecting Monu- 
ments to the Dead. I could not therefore 
help blaming in my Mind the Dean and 
Chapter, for ſuffering a pompous Monu- 
ment, ſuch as ſhould be erected only to the 


Memory of the truly Virtuous, to be there 


raiſed to commemorate a Man, who never 
in his Life was known to do a virtuous Ac- 
tion. The common Saying, De mortuis nil 


nifi bonum, I do by no Means approve of ;_

from being ſeen, but gan never impair its 
native, inherent Brightneſs. + True Honour 


is the Child of Victue, who is the Daughter 


of Wiſdom, | Wiſdom begot Virtue, Virtue 
begot Honour.

Errod of V Letter from thi Pruſſian Army upon the Unſtrut in Thuringen, of theqth h- 
1 GY 712. J vember 1757. - ** J 


N the. 24th-of Ober, the King's 
ä Army happened to be divided in ſe- 


veral Corps, ſome of them at the Diſtance 


of twenty Leagues aſunder. Upon Advice 
that the Princes of Saxe-Hilburghauſen and 
Soubiſe were marehing up directly to Mar- 
ſhal Keith, who was then in Leipzig with 


ſeven Battalions, the King reſolved that the 


Army ſhould join again; which was execu- 
ted the 27th of October. Thewhole Army 
remained at Leipzig'the 28th and 29th 5 and 
every Body thought, that the Battle would 


be fought in the Plains of Lutzen. On the 


zoth, the King drew nigh that Place; and, 


on the gaſt, in going through 'Weifſenfels 


and Merſeburg, 500 Men were made Priſo · 
ners of Wart. " 
The Enemy:had repaſſed the Sala, and 


burnt down the Bridges at Weiſſenfels, 


Merſeburg, and Halle; but they were ſoon 
repaired, and the whole Army having paſſed 
the River thro“ theſe three Towns, jained 
again the zd of November in the Evening 
over - againſt the Enemy, ' 

The King was going to engage them on 
the th, but deferred it, and the whole 
Day was ſpent in a Canonade, to vhich our 
Cavalry, being moſt advanced, were expo- 


ſed, and by which the French killed them 


* 


nine Men. a 
On the th, Intelligence was brought, at 
Nine o' Clock in the Morning, That the E- 


nemy was every where in Motion, We 


heard their Drums beating the March the 
whole Morning ; and we could very plainly 
. perceive, from our Camp, that their whole 
-Infantry, which had drawn nearer upon the 
riſing. Grounds. over againſt us, was filing 
off towards their Right. No certain Judg- 


ment, howeyer, could yet be formed of the 


FEnemy's real Defign ; and as they were in 
Want of Bread, it was thought probable, 
that they intended to repaſs. the Unſtrut : 
But it was ſoon. perceived, that their ſeveral 
Motions were contradictory to each other. 
At the ſame Time that ſome of their Infantry 
was filing off towards their Right, a large 
Body of Cavalry marched towards their Left; 
directing its March all along to the rifing 
Grounds, with which our- whole, Camp, 
which lay in the Bottom between the Villa- 

ges of Rederow and Roſbach, was ſurround- 

ed, within the Reach of large Cannon. So 
after, that Cavalry was ſeen to halt, and af 
terwards to fall back to the Right. Some of 
this Corps remained, however, whilſt the reſt 
was marching back. About Twoin the Aſter- 
noon, our Daubts were cleared up; and it 


plainly appeared, that the Enemy intended 


to attack us; and that their Diſpofitions were 
made with a View to ſurround us, and to 
open the Action by attacking us in the Rear, 
In caſe we had been deſeated, the Corps, 


© poſted over” againſt Bederaw, was to have 


fallen upon our routed Troops, and to have 
prevented their retiring to Merſeburg, the 
_ Retreat which would then. have been 
left us, N * 
The King. took the Reſolution to march 
up to the Enemy, and to attack them. 
His Majeſty had determined to make — 
Attack with one Wing only; and the Diſ- 
ſition of the Enemy made it neceſſary that 
it ſhould be the Left Wing, The very In- 
ſtant the Battle was going to begin, his Ma- 
Jeſty ordered the General, who commanded 
the Right Wing, to decline it, to take a 
proper Poſition in Conſequence, thereof, 
and, above all, to prevent our being ſur- 
rounded. Alt the Cavalry of aur Right Wing, 
5D 2 ex- 
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except two or three Squadrons, had already 
marched to the Left, Which was done at 
fol! Galfop ; and being arrived at the Place 
aſſign ad them, they formed over againſt that 
of the Enemy. Our Cavalry moved on im- 


mediate}y z the Enemy*'s advanced to meet 


them, and the Charge was very fierce, fe- 
veral Regiments of the French coming on 
with great Reſolution. The Advantage, 

owever, was entirely on our Side. The 
Enemy's Cavalry being routed, were pur- 
ſued, for a conſiderable Time, with the 
greateſt Spirit. But having afterwafds 
reached an Eminence, which gave them an 
Opportunity of rallying, our Cavalry fell 
upon them afreſh, and gave them ſo tho- 
rough a Defeat, that they betock themſelyes 
to Flight in the utmoſt Diſorder, This hap- 
pened at Four in the Afternoon, Whilſt the 
Cavalry charged, our Infantry opened them- 
ſelves. The Enemy cannonaded them very 
briſkly during this Interval, and did ſome 
Execùtion, but our Artillery was not be- 


hind hand with them. This Cannonade hav- 


ing continued on both Sides a full Quarter of 
an Hour, without the leaſt Intermiſſion, the 


Fire of the Infantry began. The Enemy 
could not ſtand it, nor reſiſt the Valour of 
our Foot, who gallantly marched up to their 
Batteries. Theſe Batteries were carried one 
after another, and the Enemy forced to give 
Way, which they did in great Confuſion, As 


the Left Wing advanced, the Right changed 
its Poſition; and having ſoon met with a 
fmall riſing Ground, they availed themfelves 
of it, by planting 16 Pieces of heavy Artille- 


ry on it. The Fire from thence was partly

44 Squadrons. During the Battle, the Regi- 
ment of Winterfield covered the Baggage; ſo 
that the whole Weight of the Action fell up- 
on the Cavalry, and 23 Battalions drawn 
up in two Lines; and even of this Infantry 
there were but fix Battahons that had Re-

ef ANTENN®,.or FEELERS; for it is 


evident from the Manner of uſing theſe 
Parts, that they make uſe of them as 


Inftruments, as it were, to feel, ex- 


plore, or reconnoitre the Parts about 
them ; the curious Bruſhes, on either 
Side of an equal Length, are added 
to preſerve theſe Organs from an 

Kind of Foulneſs.. In different Kinds

© Let theſe Exactions be compared with 
the Demands made by the King in Saxony, 
which do not abſorb the ordinary Revenues 
of the Sovereign, as we are always able to 
prove, or, at leaſt, do not exceed the Fa- 
culties of the Country, Let this Reflection 
be made along with it ; that the King's 
Troops ſpend in Saxony one half of his Ma-

ver the Weſer. As ſoon as it was Day, the 
French began to pack up their Baggage. All 
Sunday was ſpent in preparing for a Retreat. 
The fame Day arrived the miſerable Remains

'which the Pruffian Black Huſſars had redu- 
ced almoſt to nothing, The ſame Day a 
Train of Artillery was ſent to Einbeck and 
Gottengue, that it might not embarraſs on 
the Road that which was ſent to Hamelen, 
The Roads are almoſt impracticable. 

March 3. Things are ſo much changed, 
that we hardly know where weare, The 
French have left us; and we have great 
Reaſon to bleſs our good Fortune that they 
behaved ſo well, eſpecially as we every Mo- 
ment hear of Ravages made by them in di- 
vers Places. Incredible Havock was made 
at Born, a village about three Miles from 
this City, in the Night between the 27th and 
28th of laſt Month. Beſides burning the In- 
cloſures, they pillaged moſt of the Houſes, 
the Owners of which were employed with 
their Horſes in carrying the Baggage of the 
French Army. Linden would certainly have 
ſhared the ſame Fate, had not the Marquis 
d' Armentieres, a French General, happen- 
ed to lodge at Count Oyenhauſen's, where 
he could ſee from his Windows. what paſſed 
in the Village. 

It was pleaſant to ſee how cautiouſly the 
French marched off. -The Day after their 
Departure, many Deſerters came in. Theſe 
Fellows, having no farther Uſe for their 
Muſkets, ſell them for a Trifle to the Pea- 
ſants, who bring them to this City, and get 
a Crown a-piece for them. 

Though the Pruffian Huffars did not ar- 
rive till four and twenty Hours after the Re- 
treat of the French, they went immediately 
in Purſuit of them, and have already ſent in 
ſome Booty, and ſixty Pioneers; theſe Men 
have excellent Noſes; they diſcovered and 
appropriated to themſelves many Things 
which the French left behind them here.

Tranſlation of the Extra of a Report from a 
Hanoverian Officer to Prince Ferdinand of 


. Brunſwick, Hoya, Feb. 24. 


In Purſuance of your Orders, the Prince 
Hereditary of Brunſwick began to march to 
Doevern, Yeſterday the 23d, at ſeven o Clock 
in the Morning : It was Eleven when we 
arrived there, being obliged to wait for the 
Huſſars and Dragoons, From thence we 

: march 
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marched towards Bremen, where, as we 
were informed, there were ſome Floats of 
Timber : We found but one, and two or 
three ſmall Boats, which might ſerve to car- 
ry about eight Men each. We were too far 
advanced to think of retiring ; and, beſides, 
the Intelligence we had endeavoured to pro- 
cure about the Place, and the Diſpoſitions 
made by the Enemy for its Security, gave us 
ſome Proſpect of Succeſs. 

We then detached 30 Huſſars upon our 
Left to Haſſel, and Lieutenant Engel with 
ten Men for the Van. Lieutenant Lyckner 
paſſed the Weſer with zo more, in order to 
cover our Right. The Battalion of Oberg's, 
and the Squadron of Dragoons, were deſti- 
ned to make a feint Attack on the leſt Side 
of the Weſer, The three other Battaliggs 
were to paſs the River, and enter the 
back Part of the Town. As we had bat 
one Float, the Paſſage of the Troops over 
the River took up much Time; and the 
Wind roſeſo high, that after one half of the 
firſt Battalion of Brunſwick Guards had paſ- 
fed, the other Half was ſeparated by it. Up- 
on this, it was reſolved to leave the reſt on 
the other Side, viz. one Battalion of Oberg's, 
theſecond Battalion of the BrunſwickGuards, 
the Remainder of the firſt Battalion of that 
Regiment, and the Heſſian Squadron. Be- 
tween four and five o' Clock we marched with 
the Regiment of Hauſs, a Part of the firſt 
Battalion, and a Haubitzer, When we were 
got upon the Cauſe-way, about a Mile and 
a Half from the Town, through ſome Mi- 
ſtake, which might have coſt us very dear, 
our Detachment fired upon four of the Ene- 
my's Dragoons, that were patrolling. This 
Firing was caught from one to another, and 
at laſt became general, This unlucky Acci- 
dent was more than ſufficient todiſcover us, 
and bring us into the greateſt Diſtreſs. How - 
ever, a bold Countenanee upon the Occaſion 
became neceſſary ; and we marched on, with 
the utmoſt Diligence to the Town. We met, 
at firſt, with no Oppoſition, and advanced 
as far as the Bridge. There the Fire grew 
exceeding ſmart ; yet we never gave Ground, 
though we were ſo hard puſhed. But as 
the whole Detachment could not equally be 
brought up, the Frince Hereditary ſormed 
the Deſign of turning the Enemy; and ac- 
cordingly marched with that Part of his firſt 
Battalion that croſſed the River with him. 
It was neceſſary, for that Purpoſe, to go 
round the Town, and to paſs thro' a Gar- 
den and a Houſe, and ſo attack the Enemy 
in the Rear. This ſycceeded ; and the Bay- 
onet fixed was chiefly uſed on this Occafion ; 
ſo that it muſt be ſaid, Humanity ſuffered 
for the Slaughter that then happened. The 
Enemy abandoned the Bridge; and the Fringe 
joined the Hanoverians again,  *' 
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The Regiment of Britanny, and fo 
Parties of Dragoons, were upon their March; 
and as we did not find ourſelves abſolutely 
ſure of keeping this Poſt, the Capitulation 
hereafter mentioned was granted, The 
Lorraine Guards are demoliſhed. I cannot 
yet exactly tell their Loſz, but it is very 
great, On our Side Major Kropf is mor- 
tally wounded, Capt. Koppelow has a ſlight 
Wound in his Thigh. There are two Men 
killed, and ten wounded, among the Sub- 
alterns and private Men, The Regiment 
of Hauſs had twelve Men killed, and fixty 
wounded, _ 50 


Tranſlation of a Letter from a French Officer 
= Oſnabrug, dated March 3. , 


I was going to write to you from Bremen, 
when, on the 24th paſt in the Morning, 
were informed that the Hereditary "Aras 
Brunſwick had ſtormed and taken Hoya, 
which was bravely defened by M. de Chabot, 
with the Regiment of Gardes Lorraines, two 
Companies of Grenadiers, ' ſome Piquets of 
the Regiment of Bretagne, and a Detach- 
ment of the Regiment of Meſtre de Camp 
Dragoons. Finding himſelf ſurrounded on 
all Sides, and upon the Point of being forced, 
after a conſiderable Loſs of Men, he retired 
into the Old Caſtle, where he capitulated, 
and obtained the Liberty to withdraw to the 
next French Poſt with all the Troops he had 
with him, except ſuch as were intercepted 
and which have been made Priſoners of War, 
This happened on the 23d in the Evening, 
and followed the taking of Verden; which 
M. de St, Chamans found himſelf obliged 
to abandon on the zoth, and to retire to- 
wards Bremen, on accout of the great Floods, 
It was then, on the 24th in the Morning, 
that we heard at Bremen of the Fate of Hoya; 
and M. de St. Germain judging that be 
could not be of any Uſe in this Poſt to Count 
Clermont, immediately reſolved to abandon 
it, after he had ſent Orders to all the Regi- 
ments, as well Foot as Horſe and Dragoons, 
to repair, that fame Evening, to Baſſum. 
He left Bremen, and charged me with the 
Care of evacuating it, as ſoon as the Ar- 
tillery and the Baggage of the Garriſon 
ſhould have been ſent away; which I execu- 
ted about Two of the Clock in the Aſternoon. 
The Hoſpital and Magazines were leſt at 
Bremen for Want of Carriages and Time; 
and having no particular Charge of them, I 
happily rejoined M. de St. Germain in the 
Night at Baſſum. We paſſed the Night un- 
der Arms, becauſe we were not far from 
Hoya, and uninformed of the Deſigns of the 
Enemy. On the 25th we paſſed the Hunte, 
and quartered at Wildhuſen, which Place we

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quitted on the 26th at ten in the Morning, in 


order to proceed to Vecht. 

We tarried the 27th at Vecht, and, upon 
Intellizence that a Colonel of Foot, whoſe 
Force we were ignorant of, had croſſed the 
Hunte, we came and paſſed the Night of the 
23th at Vorde, and arrived the -Day before 
Yeſterday atthis place, where we found the 
Reziment of Champagne, the Regiment of 
Colonel General Dragoons, and two Regi- 
ments of Horſe, The Remains of the Gar- 
des Lorraines, who are but zoo Men; for 
the broken Companies, which capitulated 
with M. de Chabot at Hoya, were gone 
with a like Number to Nienburg, joined us 
two Days ago by the Route of Quakenbrugge, 
and were ſent Yeſterday to eſcort our heavy 
Baggage to Munſter, becauſe there was not 
ſufficient Forage here for their Subſiſtence.

Admiral Pecock, dated, Jyger off Calcutta, 
in the River Hugley, 20 Angſt, 1757, 
bring an Acccunt of the Death of Vice- Ad- 
miral Watſon, by a Fever, on the 16th of the 
fame Month, and an incloſed Copy of a Let- 
ter from the ſaid Vice Admiral Watſon, da- 
ted, Kent off Calcutta, 16 Fuly, 1757, 
containing the following Advice. 
By Capt. Toby, of the King's 5 

Sloop, I informed you, in a Letter dat 

14th of April, of the Surrender of the Fort 

and Town of Chandernagore ; and, in the 
ſame Letter, I took Notice of the great Re- 
luctance the Nabob Suraja Dowla ſhewed 
to comply with the Articles of the Peace, on 


which Subject many Letters paſſed between 


us. In moſt of them, he never failed to be 
very liberal in his Promiſes ; but that was 
all that could be obtained from him. Theſe 


' Delays to the final Execution of the Pea 


was in Effect the ſame to the Commerce o 
the Kingdom, as if none had been conclud- 
ed: And the leading Men at the Nabob's 
Court, knowing his faithleſs Diſpoſition, 
and perceiving no Probability of an eſtabliſh- 
ed Peace in their Country, while he conti- 
| tinued 
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nued in the Government, began to mur 
mur, and entered into a Confederacy to di- 
veſt him of it. Among theſe was Jafher Ally 
Cawn, who was one of his principal Gehe- 
rals, and held ſeveral other conſiderable Em- 
ployments; but he having been greatly di- 
guſted at the Nabob's repeated ill Treat- 
ment, became very zealous in the Confede - 
racy againſt him, and communicated the 
Deſign to Mr. Watts, the Second in Coun- 
cil of this Place ; by whoſe Letters of the 
26th and 28th of April, the Committee was 
informed of this Affair, which was debated 
with all the Attention and Circumſpection 
that was poſſible ; and after maturely exa- 
mining into the Behaviour of the Nabob, 
who was ſofar from complying with the Ar- 
ticles of the Peace, he had ſo ſolemnly ſworn 
to obſerve, that he would not permit us to 
put a Garriſon into Coſſimbuzar, and had 
given ſtri Orders not to ſuffer even a Pound 
of Powder orBall to paſs up the River. Theſe 
Meaſares, added to the certain Accounts 
we received of his having invited M. Buſſey, 
the French commanding Officer in the Pro- 
vince of Galconda, to join him with all the 
Troops he could bring, gave us very little 
Reaſon to believe he had any Intention to 
continue even on peaceable Terms with us, 
longer than he thought himſelf unable to 
engage in ar againſt us, It was there- 
fore judged moſt adviſeable to join Jaffier 
Ally Cawn with our Troops, ſuch a Step 
appearing the moſt effeftual Way of eſta- 
bliſhing a Peace in the Country, and ſettling 
the Engliſh on a good and ſolid Foundation, 
This being reſolved on, and the following 
Articles agreed to, our. Army marched the 
13th of laſt Month from Chandernagore to- 
wards Coſſimbuzar; and in order that Co- 
lonel Clive ſhould have as many Europeans 
with him as poſſible, I agreed to garriſon 
Chandernagore ; and to fend up with him 
on the Expedition, a Lievtenant, ſeven Mid- 
ſhipmen, and fifty Seamen, to ſerve as Gun- 
ners. I alſo ordered the twenty Gun-ſhip 
to anchor above Hugley, to keep the Com- 
munication open with the Colonel, 

On the igth of June, Cutwa Fort and 
Town, ſituated on this Side the River, 
which forms the Iſland of Caſſimbuzar, was 
taken by a Party detached for that Purpoſe, 
There the Army remained two or three 
Days, for Intelligence from Jaffier Ally 
Cawn, who, it was agreed by all in the 
Confederacy, ſhould ſucceed to-the Nabob- 
ſhip, he being a Man of Family, and held 
in great Eſteem by all Ranks of People. The 
22d they croſſed the River, and the next 
Day had a deciſive Battle with Suraja Dow - 


la, over whom our Troops obtained a com- 


plete Victory, put his Army to flight, and 


took Poſſeſſion of his Camp, with upwards 


of fifty Pieces of Cannon, with all his Bag- 
gage. He was joined by fifty French Troops, 
who worked his Artillery; and, by the mo& 
authentic Accounts, his Army conſiſted of 
about twenty Thouſand fighting Men, ex- 
cluſive of thoſe under the Command of Jafti- 
er Ally Cawn, and Roy Dowlub, who did 
not act againſt us. The Number killed in 
the Enemy's Camp were few, as they only 
ſtood a Cannonading, We had about nine 
teen Europeans killed and wounded, and 
thirty Seapoys. . | 

Suraja Dowla, after his Defeat, with- 
drew privately ; as did Montroll, his Prime 
Miniſter ; and Monick Chaund, one of his 
Generals. 

On the 26th of June, Jaffier Ally Cawn 
entered the City of Muxadavad ; and, by a 
Letter from the Colonel, of the zoth, we 
were informed of his having placed Jaffier 
Ally Cawn in the ancient Seat of the Nabobs 
of this Province; and that the uſual Ho- 
mage had been paid him by all Ranks of Peo- 
ple, as Subah of the Provinces of Bengal, 
Bahar, and Orixa. 1 

The zoth, late at Night, a Letter came 
from the Colonel, adviſing that Suraja DoW - 
la was taken Priſoner: And, on the 4th In- 
ſtant, he acquainted the Committee of his 
being put privately to Death by Jaffier Ally 
Cawn's Son, and his Party. The Nabob's 
Treaſury, upon Examination, was found 
very ſhort of Expectation; however the 
Colonel has already ſent down one third of 
the Sum ſtipulated in the Agreement; and 
it is ſaid as much n;ore will ſoon follow as 
will make up Half, The other Half is to be 
paid in three Years, at three annual and e- 
qual Payments, f 

Mr. Law, who was the French Chief at 
Coſſimbuzar, and who had collected near 
two Hundred French European Troops, was 
coming to the Aſſiſtance of the late Nabob, 
and was within a few Hours March of him 
when he was taken Priſoner; which Mm 
Law hearing of, he advanced no farther. 
Soon after the Colonel detached a Party'in 
ſearch of Law, under the Command of Capt, 
Coote, of Colonel Adlercron's Regiment, 
conſiſting of two Hundred Europeans, and 
five Hundred Seapoys, joined by two Thou-. 
ſand of Jaffier Ally Cawn's Horſe, We can- 
not yet expect to hear any Thing of the E- 
vent of this Detachment's being ſent out; as 
it is uncertain how far Captain Coote may be 
led after the French Party.

Prince, upon receiving Intetligence that the 
French General Comte de Chabot was poſt- 
ed with a conſiderable Detachment at Hoya 
upon the Weſer, gave Orders to the Here. 
ditary Prince of Brunſwick to repair thither 
with two Battalions of Hanoverians, and 
two of the Brunſwick Troops, together with 
a few Hundred Chaſſeurs, Huſſars and light 
'Troops, in order to diſlodge the French from 
that Poſt, The Hereditary Prince accord- 
ingly made ſo brave an Attack upon them 
there, that, after a vigorous Defence, and 
the Loſs of a Number of Men, on their Part, 
he forced them, with Bayonets fixed, to 
ſurrender, and made between fourteen and 
fifteen Hundred Men Priſoners of War. 
Hereupon the Comte de Chabot threw him. 
ſelf, with two other Battalions, into the 
Caſtle, with an Intent to ſupport himſelf 
there; and the Hereditary Prince, net hav- 
ing been hitherto able, on Account of the 
overflowing of the Rivers, and the Badneſs 
of the Roads, to receive the Artillery re- 
quired for forcing the French General there 
likewiſe, granted him a Capitulation to go

can Traders, and to the Nation itſelf ; fince 
there is a great deal of Gum Senegal. import- 
ed in a Year to England, and almoſt all of 
it bought of the French, who make a very 
profitable Trade of it, as appears by Father 
Labat's new Account of Africa, wherein he 
ſays, that Country, quite bad as it is, and 
thoſe Roads ſo dangerous for Shipping, are 
nevertheleſs eagerly ſearched out by the 
French, Engliſh, Dutch, and Portugueſe, 
who all ſtrive to ſettle there, becauſe the 
are the only Places where a Frade for Gum 
can be had by thoſe who are not Maſters of 
the SenrgaÞ River; a Trade, which ſeems a. 
tight Matter in itſelf, but is, in Effect, very 
confiderable, whether we regard the Price 
the Moors ſell the Gum for, which is very 
moderate; or the Price it yields, out of 
Africa, which is very advantageous ; or, 
laftly, the 3 of European Merchandi- 
ſes it takes off ready wrought, the Vent of 
which makes Manufactures ſpread, Money 
circulate, and fo finds Work for Abundance 
of Hands, which is the main End of Com- 
merce. 


The Foreſts, bordering upon the River de- 


negal, abound with this Gum, which great- 
ly reſtmbles the Gum Arabic brought from 
Arabia; but the Granules of the Senegal are 
uſually larger than thoſe of the Arabic. They 
are commonly of an oval Form: The Sur- 
face is very rough, and does not appear near 
to bright as the inner Subſtanee when bro- 
Ren, It is very hard, but not tough; con- 
fiderably heavy, and of an extreamly fine 
and even Texture, When broke, it is al- 
molt frequently of a pale-brown * 
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but, like the Gum Arabic, it is ſometimes 

ellowiſh, reddiſh, or whitiſh, It is ſome · 

mes artfully blended with the Gum Ara - 
bie by ſome Dealers: However, the Fraud 
is of no Conſequence, as both are much of 
the ſame Nature and Virtues 5 though that 
of Senegal is rarely uſed in Medicines, un- 
leſs as mixed with the Arabic; for the Dy- 


ers and other Artificers conſume the greateſt 


Quantities of it, 

The French found the Gum Senegal ſo uſe- 
ful in their Silk and Linnen ManufaQuures, 
that they occaſionally prohibit its Exporta- 
tion, No Wonder, therefore, that the moſt 
experienced of ZExropean Merchants have 
uſed all Endeavours to get into this Branch 
of Traffic ; becauſe, the French being ſole 
Maſters of the Senega/, on which thoſe 
Parts, where a Trade for Gum may be had, 
are ſituated, they find themſelyes obliged to 
take it as it paſſes through their Hands, 
ſince the Time there has been no free Trade 
at Arguin, or Portendie, This is the true 
Motive that has put them on ſueh great Ex- 
pence, to ſettle and ſecure a Factory at Ar- 
guin; and, when they were driven from 
thence, to endeavour at an Eſtabliſhment 
among the Moors at Portendie. 

The Iſland of Arguin is about wingty 
Leagues North of St. Lewis, which is about 
forty Leagues North of Goree, and Goree is 
about the ſame Diſtance North of James 
Fort, an Iſland in the River Gambia, be-

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longing to the Engliſþ Company, who have 
ſeveral-FaQories for above 600 Miles up the 
River. Bence, now George - Iſund, in tho 
River Sierre Leone, is a Britiſþ Settlement, 
belonging to a Merchant of Lenden; and 
we have a Factory at Sherbro on York- Iſland, 
which is near 150 Leagues South of Fames- 
Tfland, and about 40 Leagues South of 
corge- and. We have no Settlements on 
the Grain-Coaſt, or the Ivory. Coaſt ; but 
we have ſeveral on the Gold-Coaſt. The 
firſt is a Fort at Dixcove, which is about a 5a 
Leagues South-eaſt of York-Ifland ; and the 
next is Cope Cooft-Cpfile, the principal Fort 
and Factory belonging to the * Afri- 
can Company, ũtuated under the Meridian 
of London, in 5 Degrees of North Latitude, 
We have alſo Forts at Annamabor, Tuntum- 
guerry, Winnebah, Sheddo, Aura, Framp- 
ram, and Whidab, 

At preſent, we are forced to buy all our 
Gum Senega from the Dutch, who pur- 
chaſe it of the French, and they ſet what 
Price they pleaſe upon it ; but as the 
Trade in Africa is now open'd, and will, it 
is hop'd, ever remain ſo, the Price of this 
valuable Drug which is ſe much uſed in ſe- 
veral of our Manuſactures, will be greatly 
reduced, The Importance of this Conqueſt 
is apparent to every one, but its Advanta- 
ges will be felt with more Pleaſure by-our 
Manufacturers. a

Etters from Ratiſbon, of the 5th of May, 
bring certain Advice, that the King 
of Pruſſia, at the Head of 50,000 Men, the 
Flower of his Army, had penetrated into 
Moravia ; that his Majeſty had laid Part of 
the Province under Contribution, and block- 

ed up the City of Olmutz, 

© We have authentic Advice from Bohe- 
nia, that Marſhal Daun has marched with a 
Part of his Army to the Relief of Mora. 
via and Auſtria, We are alſo informed, 
that Olmutz was inveſted by the Pruſſians 
on the 2d Inftant, Marſhal Daun arrived 
on the 4th Inſtant in the Evening at Leiro- 
miſſel, and General Laudon with oo Men 
at Landſcron. The advanced Poſts of the 
Pruſſians were, the ſame Day, Part at Lit- 
tau, and Part near Olmntz ; and, accord- 
ing to all Appearance, the King of Pruſſia 
ſought only to bring on an Engagement.“ 

Advices of the 15th, from. the Army of 
Prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick, ſay, that it 
continued to be aſſembled upon the Lippe 
between Dorſten and Munſter ; that the 
Corps poſted at Dulmen had advanced fur- 
ther; and a conſiderable Detachment had 
been ſent to the Dutchy of Bergue, ——As 
tothe French Army, it remains in the ſame 
Situation near Weſel, and receives confide- 
rable Reinforcements.—- The Hanoverians 
ſeem determined to fight manfully : and, as 
they are ſhortly to reſume their Operations, 
the Soldiers tell one another, that it is re- 
ſoly*d, that they ſhall in one thing imitate 
the French; and as they ſet up their Flower 
de Lis in the Electorate of Hanover, under 
the Title of a conquer*d Country; ſo the 
Hanoverians hope to make all the Places 
where they are going, Sword in Hand, a 
conquered Country, and intend to fix their 
White-horſe on their Gates in the ſame 
Manner. 

From Prince Ferdinand's Head- Quarters, 
May 20. 

The Army remains in the fame Poſition 
as it has done for ſome time paſt, except that 
our Quarters have been ſomewhat extended 
within theſe few Days, which ſhews that we 
mall ſoon renew our Operations; though

Extract of a Letter from a Pruſſian Officer in 

the Camp near Oluuta, May 20. 

«© This City is now cloſely inveſted on all 
Sides, and we only wait for the heavy Ar- 
tillery to begin the Siege, . The Badneſs of 
the Roads has prevented its coming up. It 
is expected here Lo- morrow or next Day at 
fartheſt ; but yet it is thought, that we ſhall 
not be able to open the Trenches before the 
17th or 18th Inſtant, The King has.beengo 
reconnoitre the Country for ſeveral Miles 
round, in order to fix on an advantageous 
Situation. An Officer, who was on this re- 
connoitring Party, aſſures me, that Olmutz 
isa very ſtrong Place, though not a regular 
Fortification ; and that its Garriſon, by the 
beſt Information they could get, conſiſts of 
between 7 or 8000 Men.

Daun. At firſt, it was ſaid, he would cer.

this Squadron arrived off the River Senegal, 
and after S undine the Entrance, the ſmall 
Veſſels and Boats got over the Bar the 29th, 
there not being Water for any Thing larger 
than the Swan Sloop to go in. The Enemy 
with ſeven Veifels, three of which were 
armed with 10. Guns each, and Kept a Kind 
of Running-fire, but were ſoon repulſed, and 
obliged to retire up the River. The Marines 
and Seamen, to the Number of 700, landed, 
and got the Artillery on Shore ; and next 
Day (the zoth) when they were ready for 
proceeding to attack Fort Lewis, which is 
upon a ſmall Iſland, about 12 Miles up the 
River from the Bar, Deputies arrived from 
the Superior-Council of Senegal, with Arti- 
cles upon which they propoſed to capitulate. 
Capt. Marſh and Major' Maſon made ſome 
Alterations therein, On the iſt of May 
they were agreed to, and were in Subſtance 
as follows. 

I. The Forts, Storehouſbs, Veſſels, Arms, 
Proviſions, and every Thing belonging to the 
Company upon the River Senegal, to be put 
in Poſſeſſion of the Englith, 

II. All the White People, belonging to 
the Senegal Company, to be conducted to 
France, with their private Effects, Mer- 
chandize and uncoined Treaſure excepted. 

III. The free Mulattoes, or Negoes, to 
remain fo ; not to be moleſted in their Re- 
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ligion or Effects, and to have Liberty to re- 
tire, if they chuſe it. | $ 

In Conſequence of theſe Articles, Major 
| Maſon with the Marines, took Poſſeſſion of 
Fort Lewis the 2d of May. In it were 232 
French Officers and Soldiers; 92 Pi of 
Cannon; with Treaſure, Slaves, and Mer- 
chandize, to a very confiderable Value, 

Private Letters from Senegal adviſe, that 
Capt. Marſh found in the Harbour ſixteen 
Veſſels, moſt of them richly laden ; that 
the Squadron was in perſect Health, prepa- 
ring to go againſt the Iſland of Goree, the 
chief Settlement the French have in Africa, 
next to Senegal, from which it is diſtant 
only thirty Leagues, and four Leagues from 
Cape Verd. In this Iſland are the principal 
Magazines and Storehouſes belonging to the 
French ; and here the Negroes are confined, 
till they can be ſhipped for the Weſt- Indies. 
The Dutch were the firſt who occupied it ; 
they built here the two Forts which the 
French have fince named St. Francois and St, 
Michael. The French ſeized this Iſland in 
1678 : In 169e, it was taken from them by 
the Engliſh ; but in 1693, the French retook 
it, When Capt. Marſh took Fort St. Lewis, 
there were two Priſoners in a Dungeon, 
who the French defired might be ſent Priſo- 
ners to France. 
Engliſh Officer near the Place of his Confine- 
ment, called to him, and fignifi-d he had 
ſomething of Importance to communicate. 
An Officer went to him ſoon aſter, to whom 
he related, that he had contracted to ſerve 
as Chief- Gunner to St. Lewis for two Years ; 
and inſtead of two Years, he had been de- 
tained ſeven ; and that having dropt ſome 
Expreſſions of Reſentment of this Uſage, 
that, together with his being a Proteſtant, 
had occafion'd him to be thrown into the 
Dungeon where he then lay ; that, if he 
lived to go Home in Chains to France, the 
mildeſt Puniſhment inflited on him would 
be to be ſent to the Galleys ; that he 
knew well the proper Landing · Places and 
the Fortifications at Goree, and would en- 
gage to put the Engliſh in Poſſeſſion of the 
Place, at the Riſk of his own Life, We 
may cherefore juſtly expe to hear ſoon of 
this Conqueſt being added to the other : By 
which the French Trade on the Coaſt of 
Guinea will be almoſt entirely deſtroyed. 

It is ſaid, that the eaſy Conqueſt of Fort 
Lewis way owing to the Loſs of the Ship 
ſent from France with Gunpowder, and 
other warlike Stores, of which the Garri- 
ſon was almoſt wholly deſtitute.

A Difference afterward aroſe about his 82 
lary, which he repreſented as too ſmall, 
and as an Argument in his Favour he ſaid 
he belong'd to a Club in the Strand (from 
which he could gain great Intelligence) at 
which they always drank French' Wine at 
Dinner; and in January 1757, a freſh Bar- 
gain was made, that the Doctor ſhould re- 
ceive twenty-five Guineas per Month, on 
Condition of his ſending a Letter of Intelli- 
gence every Poſt, but to forſeit a Guinea ſor 
every Omiſũon; but he received no more 
than one monthly Payment, and they gave 
for Reaſon, that his Intelligence was no- 
thing but Extras from the News- Papers. 

The Plan for carrying on this Correſ- 
pondence was the following: The Doctor 
wrote a common Letter with Ink, and be- 
tween each Line the Secrets of England in 
Lemon- Juice. This was incloſed under 
three or four different Covers, directed to 
different Perſons in the Secret, who con- 
veyed them from one hand to another, till 
the firit incloſed came to the principal for.

Fhitchall, June 30. Relation of the Battle 
of Crevelt, gain'd by bis Britannic Ma- 
y' Army, commanded by Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Brunſwie, over the French Army, 
commanded by the Prince de Clermont, on 
the 23d of June, 1758. f 
After his Highneſs Prince Ferdinand, by 

the well-judged Motions he ordered the 


King's Army to make on the x2th.of June, 
in turning the Left Wing of the French 
Army towards the Convent of Campe, had 
cog the Prince de Clermont to quit bis 
boaſted Camp at Rheinberg, and to retire 


towards Meurs. In the Night between the 


12th and 13th, his Highneſs thought r 
to give a new Poſition to our Army, by oc- 
cupying the Heights, commonly called St. 
Anthony's Mountains, having the Town of 
Meurs in Front, at two full Leagues Di- 
ſtance from our Camp, the Right oppoſite 
to the Village of St. Tonnigſberg, in which 
300 Grenadiers were poſted as an advanced 
Guard, with 12 Pieces of heavy Cannon, 
which were more than ſufficient to cover the 
Extremity of our Wing againſt any Attack. 
This Poſition was executed the 14th of june. 
On the 15th, about five o'Clock in the 
Morning, his Serene Highneſs was inform - 
ed, that the Enemy was advancing in four 
Columns upon our Right, His Highneſs im- 
mediately ordered three Guns to be fired as 
a Signal ; and the whole Army was under 
Arms, in Order of Battle, a Quarter of an 
Hour after. He went afterwards himſelf to 
reconnoitre, and ſaw diſtinctly, that, at 


about two Leagyes Diſtance from our right 


Flank, a confiderable Body was coming over 
the Plain of Hulſte, and marching t5wards 
Crevelt. 

Not knowing whether this Body was ſol- 
lowed by the whole Army, or whether it 
was only a Detachment of it, that was 
marching that Way, his Serene Highneis 
halted towards the Evening, when he re- 
ceived certain Information, that the French 
Army had marched towards Nuys ; and that 
Prince de Clermont had only detached this 
Corps, under the Command of Lieutenant- 
General Comte de St. Germain, in order to 
take Poſt at Crevelt, 


Upon this Information, bis Highneſs ſent 


his Light Troops and Huffars to Kempen, 
and Wachtendorick, and ordered the Army 
into their Camp again. 

On the t6th, he changed the Poſition of 
the Army, in Conſequence of the Motions 
we had ſeen the of M. de St. Ger- 
main make; he ordered the Right to the 
Village of Altenkirchen, and continued the 
Left on the Heights of St. Anthony, 

On the zyth, his Highneſs went himſelf to 
reconnoitre, towards Kempen, the Poſition 
of the Enemy's Detachmentat Crevelt; but 
could not gueſs at the Reaſon for fixing this 
Detachment at ſuch a Diſtance from their Ar- 
my. In order therefore, to he better informed 
of it, and to ſee the Countenance this Corpy 
would hold, he ordered the Princeof Holſtein 
with 10 Pruſſian Squadrons, the five $qua-- 
drons of Huſſars, and the 3 Battalions of Spor- 
6 cken 
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cken Guards, and Prince Charles, to march 
early in the Morning of the 18th towards 
Kempen: He farther ordered General Wan- 
genheim to paſs the Rhine at Duiſhourg with 
four Battalions, viz, Scheiter, Halberſtadt, 
Buckebourg, and Hanau, and the four Squa- 
drons, viz. of Bocks Dragoons, and the 
Light Troops of Luckner, and Scheither, 


and to advance that Day towards Meurs. 


General Sporcken, who, when he leſt 
Rheinbergen, had been ordered to keep his 
Polt at Rheinbergen, as long as the Enemy 
ſhould remain in Camp at Meurs, received, 
Iizewiſe, Orders to join the Army the next 
Pay with five Battalions and fix Squadrons ; 
and to leave only Major- General Harden- 
berg, with two Battalions of Gothe and 
Stolzenberg, at Burick, and that of Diepen- 
broick at Orſoy. This being regulated, his 


"Highneſs communicated his Deſigns and Or- 


ders to the Hereditary Prince of Brunſwick, 


relating to an Expedition he propoſed, viz. 
That his Highneſs ſhould march the next 


Day, very early in the Morning, with a con- 
fiderable Corps, towards Kempen ; whilſt 
the Prince of Holſtein ſhould advance with 
his Corps towards Hulſt, whereby it wculd 
clearly appear, whether M. de St. Germain 
would retreat toward the Army, or whether 
the Army of Prince de Clermont would ad- 
vance towards Crevelt, in order to encamp 
there, Agreeable to this Plan, his High- 
neſs the Hercditary Prince of Brunſwick ſet 
forward, onthe 19th, from the Camp, with 
the 12 following Battalions, viz. Block, 
Sporcken, Hardenberg, Wangenheim, Poſt, 
Creves, Bock, the two Battalions of the 
Brunſwick Liſe- Guards, the Heſſian Guards, 
the Heffian Lite-Gnard Regiment, and 
Prince Charles's Regiment, accompanied 
with 12 Squadrons of Heſſians, viz, four of 
the Dragooun- Guards, two of the Liſe-Re- 
iment, two of Prince Wilham's, and two 
of Meltitz ; with three Mortars, four Pieces 
of Cannon of 12 Pounders, and four of 6 
Pounders. He marched directly towards 
Kempen, from whence he could perceive no 
Alteration in the Pofition of Count St, Ger- 
main. | 
Ry a ſecret Order, the ſaid Prince was di- 
reed, in Caſe he perceived no Change in 
the Pofition of the Army, and of the fly- 
ing Camp of the Enemy, he ſhould march 
the next Day towards Ruremond, in order 
to poſſeſs himſelf of the Magazine, as well 
as of 600 Militia, who were in Garriſon 
there. At Six a' Clock in the Morning, his 
Serene Highneſs Prince Ferdinand in Perſon 
followed the Rereditary Prince to Kempen: 
he perceived ſome Movements in the flying 
Camp, which were of a Nature to induce 
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kim to believe, that M. de St. Germain de- 


ſigned to march againſt the Prince of Hol. 
ſtein, who was encamped near Hulite, 
Soon after he was poſitively informed, that 
the whole of the French Army had quitted 
Nuys, and were advanced on this Side Cre. 
velt; on which, having taken his Meaſures, 
and formed a Plan as the Caſe required, the 
Expedition to Ruremond was then firſt 
countermanded, Majer- General Wangen- 
heim was ordered to advance early the next 
Day, with his Corps, towards Hulfte, and 
Lieutenant General Sporcken was directed 
to march after Midnizht, with the Army, 
and to advance likewife tothe Plain between 
Hulſte and Kempen. On the 20th of June 
all the Troops, his Serene Highneſs could 
difpofe of, were, by this Means, reunited 
in this Camp, the Right of which extended 
towards Kempen, and the Left towards 
Hulſte. The Head- Quarters were fixed at 
Kempen; and, in order to prevent any uſe- 
lefs Movements, his Highnefs ordered the 
Warter- Mafter- General not to regard the 
Rank of the different Corps, nor the order 
of Battle, but to place the Regiments, as a 
great Part of them were actually poſted. 
In this Manner the abovementioned 12 
Battalions and 12 Squadrons, under the 
Command of the Hereditary Prince, formed 
the Right ; next tothem the four Battalions 
and four Squadrons under the Command of 
General Wangenheim on their Left; and 
the whole Army, which advanced under the 
Command of Major- General Sporcken from 
the Camp at Alttenkirchen, formed the Left 
Wing, which, together, made an Army of 
35 Battalions and 58 Squadrons, including 
the ſix Squadrons of Huſſars. His Highneſs 
had expected that Prince Clermont would 
advance that Day to give him Battle, but 
nowever no conſiderable Event happened. 
On the 21ſt, we odſerved a great Move- 
ment in the advanced Corps of Count St. 
Germain, and about Ten in the Morning, 
after decamping, we ſaw them filing off to- 
wards their Left, and marching towards An- 
rath, wherc they joined their grand Army, 
In making this Motion, they abandoned 
the Town of Crevelt, which was on the 
Front of their Right Wing; our Chaſſcurs 
ſſeſſed themſelves of it directly, and his 
Highneſs alfo went himfelf there to recon- 
noitre the Poſition of their Camp, which 
was clearly diſcovered" from the Steeple at 
Crevelt. He did not think fit either to keep 
the ſaid Poſt, or to make any Change in the 
Pafition of his Army; in Conſequence of 
which, he ordered the Chaſſeurs and Huſſars 
away from that Place, and the Enemy re- 
poſſeſſed themſelves of it an Hour after- 
wards, * f ä 
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On the 224, Nis Highneſs went again to re- 
connoitre the Camp of the Enemy, parti- 
cularly on the Side of St. Anthony, on the 
Heath which led towards their Left. And 
although he found many Difficulties, prin- 
cipally on Account of the Country's being 
very woody, and having Incloſures ſur- 
rounded with large and deep Ditches, he re- 
ſolved to march the next Day to the Enemy, 


and to attack them in their Camp. 
In Conſequence of this Reſolution, the 


Army was ordered to be under Arms on the, 


234 of June at One inthe Morning, and not . 
to change any Thing in the Camp, but to 


cave all their Baggage in it, and wait there 
for further Orders. 

The general Officers were aſſembled in the 
Center of the Army, where his Highneſs de- 
clared his Intentions to them of going to at- 
tack the Enemy, and that he had formed 
us Plan for that Purpoſe. He aſſigned the 
Command of the whole Left Wing, conſiſt- 
ing of 18 Battalions and 28 Squadrons, to 
Licutenant- General Sporcken, having or- 
dered the Battalion of Zaſtrov of the Wol- 
fenhuttle Troops, into the Town of Hulſte, 
in order to cover our Rear; and gave the 
Command of the Right Wing, compoſed of 
16 Battalions and 14 Squadrons, to the He- 
reditary Prince and Major- General Wangen- 
heim; which by fne Addition of the two 
Regiments of Pruffian Dragoons, Holſtein 
and Finckenftein, of five Squadrons each, 
made a Corps of 24 Squadrons, to be com- 
manded by the Prince of Holſtein, as the In- 
imtry was by the Hereditary Prince. As 
for the Light Troops, the three Squadrons 
of black Huffars were given to Lieutenant- 
General Sporcken; the two Squarkrons of 
yellow Huſſars, to the Prince of Holſtein ; 
and the Squadron of Major Luckmen, with 
Scheiter's Corps, were to obſerve the Flank 
of the Enemy's Right, being poſted in a Vit- 
lige called Papendeick. 

This was the firſt general Diſpoſition of 
the Army, | 

By the ſecond, the Lieutenant- Generals, 
who commanded the two Wings, were or- 
dered to form three Battalions of Grenadiers 
out of their Regiments of Infantry ; that is 
to ſay, the Hereditary Prince two, and Ge - 


nerai Sporcken one; the two firſt of 5%ʃ

There they ob · 
ſerved at Leiſure the Poſition of the Ene- 
my's Camp, where all was very quiet. He 
alſo ſent ſeveral Perſons thither, who were 
acquainted with the Country, to learn from 
them, by what Routs we could advance to- 
wards the Enemy ; and being informed of 
many other Points abſolutely neceſſary to be 
known, his Highneſs reſolved to march to 
the Right, and endeavour to come up with, 
the Enemy by the Villages of Vorſt and An- 
rath, on the Flank of their Left Wing, But 
in order to raiſe Doubts in the Enemy, as to 
the Side on which the real and principal At- 
tack would be made, he gave Orders for 
Lieutenant. General Sporcken to ſend Lieu - 
tenant- General Oherg with the (ix Battali- 
ons of the ſecond Line, viz. Oberz's, Druch- 
leben's, Killmanſegge's, Scheele's, Reden's, 
and the Fuſilier's, with Hodenberg's and 
Bremer's Regiments of Horſe, and that of 
the Body - Guards, towards St. Anthony. and 
to give them fix twelve !'ounders. Beides 
this, his Highneſs gave them the following 
Orders; that when the Action ſhould begin 
upon the Enemy's Left, M. de Sporcken, 
by Way of Crevelt, and M. d' Oberg, by St. 
Anthany, fhoyld do their utmoſt to advance 
and penetrate into the Enemy's Army; but 
however not to venture too far, unleſs they 
ſhould he well aſſured, that our Attack ſuc- 
c2eder! to our Wiſhes, His Highneſs chiefly 


recommended it to them to make good Uſe 


of their heavy Artillery, in order to oblige 
the Enemy to employ their Attention as 
much upon their Right Wing ang Center, as 
on their Left, and to engage and divide 
their Attention equally in three different la- 
ces, which would prevent them from ſend- 
ing any Reinforcement to the real Attack, 
for Fear of weakening themſelves in ſome . 
Part or other, where we might make Im-

Theſe Difpoſitions being mide, his High- 
neſs put himſelf at the Head of the Grena- 
diers of the Right Wing at Eight- in the 
Morning, and taking the Road that leads to 
the Village of Vorit, which we left on our 
Right, we advanced in two Columns te- 
wards Anrath, where there was a Detach- 
ment of 400 of the Enemy, half Horſe and 
half Foot ; who, after ſome Diſcharges of 
Muſketry, on each Side, fell back towards 
their Camp, which was not above half a+, 
Mile diſtant from them, and there gave the 
Alarm, His Highneſs then gauſed the Troops 
to advance, and double their Speed, to get- 
ont of the Defiles ; he ranged them in Or- 
der of Battle, in the Plain between An- 
rattr and Willich, and marched directly

t. 

It was at One o' Clock at Noon when the 
Enemy began to act. The Duke cauſed his 
Artillery to advance, which being greatly 
ſuperior to that of the Enemy, facilitated 
the Means of our Infantry's forming them- 
ſelves over againſt the Wocd, and of our 
Cavalry's extending upon our Right towards 
the Village of Wiilich, making a Shew, as if 
they deſigned to turn the Enemy's Left 
Flank, to take them in the Rear, 
Cannonadce, as violent as it was well ſupport- 
ed, his Highocſs ſaw plainly, he muſt come 


to the Point of endeavouring to force the 
Enemy out of the Wood, by Small- Arms ; 


wherefore the Hereditary Prince put him- 
ſelf at the Head of the firit Line, that is to 
ſay, of two Battalions of the Grenadiers of 
Schulenburg and Schack, and of the Regi- 
giments of Block, Sporcken, Hardenberg, 
Wangenheim, Poſt and Dreves; and ad- 
vanced, with the whole Front, directly to- 


Wards the Wood. The Fire then became 


there extremely hot on each Side, and nei- 
ther diſcontinued, or, in any Degree, dimi- 
niſhed, for two Hours and an Half, In the 
mean while, all the other Battalions entered 
the Wood ; ſo that there were but eight 
Squadrons, which ſormed a Corps of Re- 
ſerve, upon the Plain, ready to be employed 
where Circumſtances ſhould require. 

The other fixteen Squadrons, which were 


| upon our Right, ncver could penttrate, on 


the other Side of the Wood, on Account 
of two Batteries, which the Enemy had 
placed there, and which were ſuſtained by 
above 40 Squadrons. In ſhort, about Five 
o' Clock in the Afternoon, the Hereditary 
Prince, affiſted by the Major- Generals Kil- 
manſegge and Wangenheim, gave Orders 


for an Attack to be made by the Grenadiers - 


upon the two Ditches that were inthe Wood, 


and that were lined with the Enemy's In- 


fantry ; they were forcedone after the other. 
The other Regiments of Infantry did the 
ſame all along their Front, Then that Part 
of the Enemy*'s Infantry was entirely thrown 
into Confufion, and retired out of the Wood 
in the utmoſt Diſorder, without ever being 
able to rally. Our Foot followcd them, but 
without venturing to purſue them, on Ac- 
cgunt of the Enemy's Cavalry, which, not- 
withitanding the terrible Fire of our Artil- 
lery, not cnly kept the beſt Countenance 
poſſidle, but even covered their Infantry 
that was flying, in ſuch a Manner, as to 
protect them from our Cavalry, that between 
Five and Six in the Evening, bad found 
Aleans to gain thePlain, The Heſſian Dra- 
evons, and the Regiment of Cavalry of the

Carabineers of Provence, andthe Regiment 


of Rouſſillon, and broke them. This way 


all the Cavalry had to do in that Day, A 
Squadron of the Carabineers attempted to 
penetrate through our Infantry, and attacked 
the Battalions of Poſt and Dreves, but with 
a conſiderable Loſs; and tho* about Forty of 


them did indeed force their Way, they were 


never able to rejoin their Corps, and were all 
killed by either Shot or by Bayonet, 

The Enemy then did not think proper, or 
find themſelves in Condition, to diſpute the 
Ground longer with us, but retired towards 
Viſchell, and ſrom thence took the Road 
that leads towards Nuys. We continued to 
ſollow them with our Artillery, and took a 
great Number of Men and Horſes. 


During this whole Affair, the Fire of the: 


Artillery of the Generals Sporcken and O- 
berg, had done great Execution; but as the 


Diſtance they were at from us, made them 


uncertain as to the Turn Affairs had taken 
on our Side, they never ventured to attack 
the Enemy's Front oppoſite to them, ſo that 
the Enemy*'s Right Wing and Center retired, 
in the greateſt Order towards Nuys, leaving 
us Maſters of the Field of Battle, after a Loſs 
on their Side of between ſeven and eight 
Thouſand Men, killed, wounded, and ta- 
ken Priſoners. 

Such was the End of tis Action, which 
coſt the King's Army between twelve and 
— Hundred Men, killed, and wound-

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The Account of the Pyramidical-Dial, continued from our laſt 
Magazine, Page 835. 
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Of the third Part. 
HE third Part of this Pyramidi- 
cal Dial was a large, hollow 
Globe, of about-24 Inches Diameter, 
which was placed immediately, with- 
out any Supporter, upon the ſecond 
Part. The Superficies of this Globe 
was cut into 26 Planes; two whereof 
being Octagons, ſerved for Top and 
Bottom ; the Reſt were divided into 
eight equal reclining Planes, and 
eight equal inclining Planes, and 
eight equal vertical, or upright 
Planes. Theſe Planes were all of 
them made hollow, like thoſe of the 
brit and ſecond Part. The mclining 
Planes were not covered with Glaſs, 
but left open, that they might the 
better receive, and ſhew the Dials re- 
lected (as has been ſaid) from the 
ſecond Part. 

Two of the eight upright Planes, 
booking towards the North, had no 
Bottoms, but were covered only with 
clear Glaſs, as ſerving only as Win- 
dows, to look into the Globe, and 
dehold there the Dials deſcribed on 
t, which were ſeen, as well on the 
durface as within. The other fix had 
not only each of them a Cover of 
clear, poliſhed Glaſs, with a Dial 
deſcribed thereon, like thoſe of the 


firit Part; but had alſo a Glaſs for 
their Bottom; which Glaſs was thin- 
ly painted over. with white Colour, 
that the Shade of the Hour-lines, 
drawn upon the Cover, might be ſeen, ' 
as well within the Globe as without. 
On theſe bottom Glaſſes were drawn 
ſeveral Pictures, holding either a Scep- 
ter, or a Truncheon, or the like; 
the End thereof pointed to the Hour 
you looked for. 

Two alſo of the Recliners, looking 
towards the North, had only a glats 
Cover, ſerving for a Window, to look 
into the Globe. 'The other Six had 
double Glaſſes like the Former. Some 
of theſe Dials were drawn upon the 
Cover; others upon the Bottom ; but 
all ſo contrived, that the Hour could 
not be known by them, without look- 
ing within the Globe. 

From the Top of this, likewiſe, iſ- 
ſued four iron Branches, towards the 
four Parts of the World; each of 
them having a glaſs Globe, propor- 
tionably leſs than thoſe of the firſt and 
ſecond Part; on each of which Globes 
were alſo Dials deſcribed, but diffe- 
rent from the Former, which ſhewed' 
the Hours, according to the ſeveral 
Ways of counting the Hours. Theſe 
Globes were painted on the In- ſide 
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with thick Colour, to keep out the 
Light, except a little Place, which 
was left clear, like a Star, for the Sun- 
beams to paſs thro', and ſhew the 
Hour : And the Place alſo, where 
the Hour-lines were drawn, was only 
painted on the Out-ſide, thinly, with 
white Colour, that the Light of the 
Sun, paſling thro* the Star, may be 
ſeen, and ſhew the Hour. 

Of the fourth Part. 

The fourth Part, ſtanding on the 
aforeſaid Globe, and held up by 4 iron 
Supporters, like to thoſe which held 
up the ſecond Part, but proportion- 
ably leſs, was alfo a round Table, of 
about 20 Inches in Diameter, and 
Six in Thickneſs ; the Edge of this 
Table was cut into 12 equal Super- 
ficies, not Plane, as hitherto, but 
concave, like ſo many concave, Se- 
mi-cylinders, on each of which was 
deſcribed a Dial, which ſhewed the 
uſual Hour, by the Shade of a Flower- 
de-Luce, fixed at the Top of each 
Semi-cylinder. 

From the Top of this Table went 
four iron Branches, carrying each a 

laſs Globe, like thoſe of the firſt, 
econd, and third Part; tho' propor- 
tionably leſs. The Dials deſcribed on 
theſe glaſs Globes, differed from thoſe 
of the third Part, not only becauſe 
they thewed only the uſual Hour, but 
alſo, becauſc here the Hour-lines were 
all left clear, for the Sun-beams to 
paſs thro', that by ſo paſſing, they 
might exhibit the like Dial on the op- 
poſite Side of the Globe; which Side. 
was, for that Purpoſe, thinly paintly 
over with white Colour, that the ſaid 
Hours might be ſeen, and ſhew the 
Hour, by their paſſing over a little 
Star, painted in the Middle thereof. 

Of the fifth Part. 

The fifth Part, which ſtood upon 

the fourth, and was held up alſo, by 
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four iron Supporters, was a Globe of 
about 12 Inches Diameter, whoſe 
Superkcies were cut into 14 Planes; 
eight whereof were Triangles, equal, 
and equilateral. The other Six were 
equal Squares, The Dials deſcribed 
on theſe Planes ſhewed only the uſual 
Hour, by the Shade of a Flower-de. 
Luce, faſtened to the Top or Bottom 
of each Plane. 


Of the fexth, or higheſt Part. 

The higheſt Part, * of the 
Pyramis, was a glaſs Globe of ſeven 
Inches Diameter, ſtanding on an iron 
Foot, placed in the Center of the 
fifth Part. The North- ſide of this 
Globe was thinly painted over, with 
white Colour, that the Shade of a lit- 
tle golden Ball, that is placed in the 
Middle of the Globe, may be ſeen to 
paſs over the Hour-lines, which were 
drawn upon the ſaid white Colour, 
and noted the Hour. The Globe was 
included between two Circles of Iron, 
gilded, with a Croſs on the Top. 
This may ſuffice, concerning the Parts 
of this pyramidical Dial in general. 

To this may be added, that the firſt 
four Parts had all their Sides covered 
with little Plates of black Glaſs, faltly 
cemented to the ſaid Pieces, except 
thoſe Places whereon the Dials were 
drawn, which were, as before-men- 
tioned, covered with Plates of poliſh- 
ed Glaſs.

OBSERVATIONS ben the COMET that 


appeared in the Months of September and October, 
1757, made at the Royal Obſervatory by Dr. BRADLEY, 


Regius Profeſſor of Aſtronomy. 


T HE Obſervation on this 
Comet, ſays the Doctor, 
were made with a Micrometer in 
a ſeven Feet Teleſcope, and taken 
with a curious Sector, conſtructed, 
for ſuch Purpoſes, by the late Mr. 
George Graham. Upon a Suppo- 
ſition, that the Trajectory of this 
Comet was a Parabola, he collect- 
ed from the Obſervations in the 
following Table; (1.) That its 
Motion round the Sun is direct: 
(2.) That it was in its Perihelion 
October the 21ſt, at 7* 55” mean 
or equated Time at Greemwtch : ( 3.) 
That the Inclination of the Plane 
of its Trajectory to the Ecliptic is 
12* 50” 20%: (4.) The Place of 
the Deſcending Node was 8 4* 
12” 50%: (5.) The Place of its 
Perihelion was in N 2* 587 0: 
0) The Diſtance of the Perihe- 
lion from the Deſcending Node 
88 45” 10” : (7.) The Loga- 


rithm of the Perihelion Diſtance is 
9,528328: (8.) The Logarithm 
of the Diurnal Motion 0,667636. 
From theſe Elements he com- 
puted the Numbers of the follow- 
Ing Table, for the ſeveral Times 


of Obſervation, reſpectively, there- 
in mentioned ; by which future 
Aſtronomers will be enabled to 
diſtinguiſh this Comet upon ano- 
ther Return ; alſo, from hence it 
appears, that this Comet was.every 
Way different from that which is 
now expected; whoſe Return is 
yet as certain as the Laws of Na- 
ture can make it, notwithſtanding 
the low Criticiſms and Burleſque 
which have been thrown out in 
common News-papers, and vulgar 
Magazines, on thoſe who have aſ- 
ſerted its Appearance about this 
Time; but thoſe Geniuſſes are to 
be told, that Aſtronomers are not 
to be taught by them what they are 
to ſay or think, in regard to Planets 
and Comets; nor is the Science of 
Aſtronomy, or any other, in the 
leaſt affected by the ſenſeleſs Ridi- 
cule of a Garretteer Writer.

HIS Iſland is called by the French 

L' Ile Royale, or the Royal Land; and 
is fituated between 61 and 62 Degrees of 
Weſt Longitude, and between 45 and 48 
Degrees of North Latitude, is about 150 
Mites long from N. E. to 8. d about 99 
broad from E. to W. but its Shape is very 
ircegular, being ſo deeply indented with Ri- 
vers and Lakes, that the N. and S. Parts are 
on'y joined by an Iſthmus, of about 6 
Yards over, which ſeparates the Botton of 
the Bay of Toulouſe, near the Mouth of the 
Streight of Canſo, trom the Lakes of Labra- 
dir, that diſcharge themſelves into the :- 
lantick Ocean, by two Channels, of unequal 
Breadth, formed by the Je de Boulardarie, 
which is about 22 Miles in Length, ' 

Cape Breton lies between Newfoundland 
and Nova Scotia. With the Former, which 
is about 16 Leagues diſtant, it forms the'S, 
Entry of the Bay, or Gulph of St. Laurence: 
And the Streight of Canſo, which ſeparates 
it from Nova Scotia, is little more than five 
Leagues long, and one broad : So that the 
Poſſeffion of this Iſland commands the Na- 
vigation to Canada, by the River of St. Lau- 
fence, 

The Chmature of this Iſland is not very 
diſferent from that of Quebect, and Canada; 
and the Air is not reckoned unhealthy, tho 
the Fogs are more frequent here. The Soil 
is tolerably good, and the Mountains ma 
be cultivated even to the Tops: The be 
Lands are ſuch as incline to the South, 

The Marquis de Mai ſon Fort has reported, 
that, in the Year 1732, the Iſland produced 
a conſiderable Quantity of Grain ; but the 
Inhabitants, who were upwards of 4000, 
found their Account much berter in Fiſhing 
than Huſbandry, which occafioned the Land 
to lie waſte, as the Natives procured all Ne- 
teffaries by their Fiſh, 

Here are Oaks, of a prodigious Size ; Pine- 
Trees fit for Maſts ; and, in general, all Sorts 
of Timber, efpecially Cedar, Aſh, Maple, 
Plane, and Aſp.—Domeſtick Animals, ſuch 
as Horſes, black Cattle, Sheep, Swine, and 
Poultry, thrive very well: But Hunting and 
Fiſhing yield the Inhabitants a plentiful Sub- 
bitence for a great Part of the Year ; for no 
Place in the World abounds more plentiully 
with Cod, or has greater Conveniencies for 
ding it; and the Fiſheries for Sea Cows,

This Iſland always belonged to the French, 
under the Denomination of Cape Breton, as 
making a Part of Canada; andit was fully 
ceded to them by the Treaty of Urrecbr, 
which deprived them of their Settlements in 
Newfoundland and Nova Scotia. 
The Port of Lou ſburg is but'a League 
diſtant, by Sea, from the Bay of Gabarus, 
and is one of the beſt Ports in all America, 
being about four Leagues in Circuniference, 
and having fix or ſeven Fathom Water in e- 
very Part. The Anchorage is good, and 
ſhips may run aſhore on the Sands, with- 
out Danger. The Entrance is not above 400 
Yards broad, between two ſmall Iſles, and 
is known 12 Leagues off at Sea, by the Cape 
of Larembeck, which lies a little to the N. E. 
n the N. E. End of the Harbour is a fine 
careening Wharf tor Men of War to heave 
down, and very ſafe from all Winds. On 
the oppoſite Side are the fiſhing Stages, with 
Room for 2000 Boats to make their Fiſh. 
And on the ſtar- board Side of the Harbour, 
going in, is a Light-houſe, on a high, rocky 
Point, which may be diſtinguiſhed, in a 
clear Night, five Leagues off at Sea. 

The City is hut on a Point towards the 
Sea, on the South Side of the Harbour, and 
improved by Fortifications that coſt about 
two — — of Livres, or $1,2501, Sterl- 
ing, in building. The Streets are regular 
and broad; principally compoſed of Stone 
Houſes ; with a ſpacious Citadel, on the Wel- 
tern Part of the Tower, near the Ramparts 
ered for the Security of the — . 
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The French ſtrongly fortified Louiſburg, 
as they were ſenſible it was naturally ſeated 
for a Staple of Trade between Old and New 
France, They found it was able of its own 
Growth to ſupply Old France with Fiſh, 
Train- oil, Pit-coal, Lime, and Timber for 
building: And to furniſh New France with 
European Commodities, at a cheap and pro- 
fitable Rate; whereby the two Colonies, 
mutually aſſiſting each other, were equally 
beneficial to themſelves, and the whole Na- 
tion of France. Beſides, there was no ſafer, 
or more convenient Retreat for Ships bound 
from all Parts of America, whether chaced 
by Enemies, ſurpriſed by bad Weather, or 
in Want of Water, Wood, or Proviſions. 
In Time of War, this Port may ſend out 
Cruizers to ruin the Trade of Neww-England, 
and ſeize the Whole Cod fiſhery ; which 
would enable the French to furniſh Spain 
and the Levant with that Commodity, and 
fo introduce a wider Channel of Opulence 
into the Dominions of France, 

This ſufficientiy demonſtrates how greatly 
beneficial this Iſland has been to the French; 
for, by the Advantage of it, they have car- 
ried on an unbounded Fiſhery ſince the 
Treaty of Utrecht, annually employing at 
leaſt 3000 Sail, from 200 to 400 Tons, and 
20,000 Seamen ; the Produce of vrhoſe La- 
bour was ſo great, that it was ſaid, one 
Year with another, they cured above five 
Millions of * Quintals, which, at 103. a 
Quintal, muſt produce aReturn of a, 500,000/. 
ſor this Fiſhery of the Subjects of Fance: 
But probably this Calculation was exagge- 
rated, to ſhew what an extraordinary Com- 
merce, in a Manner, entirely depended on 
the Poſſeſſion of Cape Breton. 

How dangerous a Nurſery of Seamen this 
has been, and ſtill will be, while in Poileſ- 
fron of the French, is too obvious to the 
Britiſh Miniſtry : And it was as evident, 
that the Reduction of ſo important a Place 
would entirely break up their Fiſhery, and 
deſtroy this formidable Seminary of Seamen, 


which occaſioned the Colonies of New- Eng - 


land to attempt the Conqueſt of it in 1745. 
The Neo- England Forces, that took Cape 
Breton in the late War, were only 3850 
Men, commanded by Mr, Pepperell, and afſ- 
fitted by Commodore Warren with a Squa- 
dron of 10 Men of War, The Troops em- 
barked at Boſton on the 2oth of March 1745, 
and landed at Canſo in Nova Scot is, within 
20 Leagues of Louw:ſburg on the 2d of April, 
where they were joined by the Commodore 
on the 25th, and the whole Fleet arrived in 
Goharus Bay on the 4cth, where they im- 
mediately landed, within four Miles of the

© Notwithſtanding the ſeveral Reinforce- 
ments received by the French fince our late 
Victory, and their many publick Declara- 
tions and Threats of purſuing us to a fecond 
Engagement ; yet they have never once at- 
tempted to force any one of the Bridges we 
have upon the Erft, which River only has 
ſeveral Days paſt divided the two Armies; 
this our Officers are the more ſurpriſed at, 
2s the French muſt know of the large De- 
tachments we have lately made to join the 
Hefſiane, who are appointed to watch the 
Motions of the Prince de Soubiſe. 

We have received an Account from Emb- 
den, that Part of the Britiſb Forces, deſti - 
ned to act under Prince Ferdinand, are ar- 
rived there, and that the reſt are daily ex- 
pected. When theſe Troops have all joined 
our Army, which we hope will be in the 
Courſe of next Week, we ſhall go immedi - 
ately upon Action. 

Extract of a Letter from the Hague, dated 
Auguſt 5. 

© They write from Stade, that Numbe 
of Waggons arrive there daily from Hano- 
ver, with the Archives and moſt valuable 
Effects of that Electorate. That the Magiſ- 
trates and feveral of the Nobility were all 
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arrived; and that, by the Route the French 


gave out they ſhould proceed, they muſt 

have reached Hanover on this Day. 

We have received no authentick Advices 
from the Pruſſian Army fince the 15th of laſt 
Month, when the Praſſiant were employed 
in ſending off, chiefly by Way of the Bb, 
the large Magazine the King had ſeized ar 
Koning ſgratz; and, when that was com- 
pleated, it was thought the Army would 
proceed towards Sila. That MarſhalDaur's 
advanced Guard then lay within 10 Eg 
Miles of Koning ſgratæ, but that that Gene. 
ral ſeemed no Ways inclined to a Battle ; on 
the contrary, he retreated, if his Pry 
Majeſty made the leaſt Motion towards 
him : And it appeared, by his whole Con- 
duct, that his Intention was only to follow 
and harraſs the Pruſſtans on their March. 

We are informed, by Letters from En. 
den, that the Engliſh Troops had began their 
March from thence for the Allied Army, 
But as the late heavy Rains made the Roads 
exceſſively bad in the narrowPlaces,and their 
Route being upwards of 220 Miles, it was 
thought the Whole would not be able to join 
Prince Ferdinand till about the aoth of this 
Month.” 

Lieutenant General Imhoff 2: Account of the 
Action of the 5th of Auguſt, 1758, between 
the Detachment under bis Command, and Ml.

On the 4th of Auguſt, at fix o' Clock 
in the Evening, I received Advice, from a 
good Hand, that the Enemy, who were to 
paſs the Lippe over three Bridges, would 
march- that Night with much Artillery to- 
wards Rheecs, in order to poſſeſs themſelves 
of that Place, and burn the Bridge. As he 
might go thither by turning my Camp, 1 
took the Reſolution to decamp with the four 
Battalions and four Squadrons under my 
Command, in order to cover Rbee:, and join 
theBattalions of Sroltzenberpg, and of theHe- 
reditary Prince of Heſſe, that were march- 
ing under the Command of General Z aſrew, 
from Spick, where they had paſſed the Rbine 
in Boats, Having perceived nothing of the 
Enemy, and believing that the Accounts | 
had received might be falſe, I reſolved to 
return to my advantageous Poſt at Meer, | 
ſct forward, at Six in the Morning, and al. 
ter I had reached my old Camp, the ad- 
vanced Guards were no fooner poſted, but 
they found themſelves engaged with the Ene. 

my, who advanced towards me from V, 
under the Command of Lieutenant General 
de Chevert, and Meſſ. de Veyer and de Cho. 
vigny, Major Generals, with the whole 
Corps of Troops which was defigned bo 
make the Siege of Dufſeldorp. | 

My Front was covered. by Coppices - 
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Ditches, with a riſing Ground on my Right, 
from whence I could ſee the whole Force 
that was coming againſt me,  Peceiving, 
then, that the Enemy was marching into 
this difficult Ground, I reſolved to attack 
them as ſoon as they had entered it. Ithere- 
fore ordered my Infantry to advance about 
200 Paces from the firſt Hedges, and took 
the Regiment of Sto/rzenberg from my Right, 
to poſt it in the Coppice, in order to fall up- 
on the Left of the Enemy, whom I ſaw 
quite uncovered ; and gave Orders to the o- 
ther Regiments to march, with Drums beat- 
ing, up to the Enemy, as ſoon as they ſhould 
hear the firſt Fire of the Regiment of Stolt- 
zenberg, and attack them with Bayonets, 
This being executed with the greateſt Spi- 
rit, by the whole fix Battalions, had fo 
great an Effect, that after a Reſiſtance of 
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about Half an Hour, the Enemy was put in 
Confuſion, and fled towards Weſel, leaving 
on the Spot 11 Pieces of Cannon, with a 
great many Waggons, and other Carriages 
with Ammunition, > $63 

The Loſs on my Side conſiſts of no more: 
than 200 Men killed and wounded, That ot 
the Enemy is not exactly known, We have 
taken 354 Priſoners, among whom are 11 
Officers. General Zaftrow perfeQly. well 
ſeconded me in this Action; and all the 
Officers fought with the greateſt Courage. 
The Names of theſe brave Regiments are, 
that of Sto/tzenberg, Saxe Gotha, Heredita- 
ry Prince of Heſſe, and Imboff of Brunſwick, 
and the four Squadrons of Buſch's, which 
could not act in the Manner they wiſhed, 
on Account of the Incloſures.

Extract of a Letter 
from Major General Abetcromby, to the 
Right Hon, Mr, Secretary Pitt, dated at 
the Camp at Lake George, July 12, 1758. 
On the 5th Inſtant, our Army, conſiſt- 

ing of 15491 Officers and Common Men; 

went to Sabbath-day Point, about 25 Miles 

down the Lake; and being informed, by a 

reconuoitring Party, there would be no Op- 

poſition attend our Landing, on the 6th we 
landed, and marched towards the Woods 
with a Deſign to inveſt Ticonderoga, with 

Lord Howe at the Head, On our March 

we took about 4.50 Priſoners, many of whom 

were unanimous in their Account, _— 
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French had only 8 Battalions, ſome Canadi- 
ans and Colpny Troops, in all about 6000; 
and that they were intrenching themſelves, 
and expected a Reinforcement of 3000 Men, 
beſides many Indians to make a Diverſion 
on the Mohawk Side; but, before we pro- 
ceeded, we ſent Mr, Clerk, the Engineer, 
4-croſs the River, in order to reconnoitre 
the Enemies Intrenchments. Upon his Re- 
turn, and favourable Report of the Practi- 
bility of ſucceeding, we gave the neceſſary 
Orders for the Attack; but, advancing” to 
Ticonderoga, found the Works much ſtron. 
ger than we expected, the Breaſt Work 
at leaſt $ Feet high, and the Ground co- 
vered with felled Trees ; ſo that our At- 
tempt being rendered impracticable, we were 
obliged to retreat with the Loſs of 464 Re- 
gulars killed, 29 miſſing, 1117 wounded, 87 
Provincials killed, 8 miſſing, and 239 wound- 
ed, officers of both included. 

The Number of Officers killed was 34, a- 
mong whom was Brigadier General Lord 
Howe, Engineer Matthew Clerk, Col. Do- 
naldion, and Col. Babcock, with zo others, 
Aiter taking Care to ſend the Wounded to 
the Batteaux, about 3 Miles diſtant, we re- 
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tired hither in the beſt Order poſſible, and 
then ſent ſome of the wounded Otficers to 
Fort Edward and Alban.

That he, Mr. York, had thereupon de- 
clared, ** That he ſaw with Uneaſineſs t 
continual Complaints which their High 
Mightineffes found themſelves obliged to 
make in favour of their Subjects; and that 
the King his Maſter had commanded him 
to make known, wherever it ſhould be pro- 
per, that his Majeſty would moſt readily con- 
cur in every Method that ſhould be 
poſed for giving Satisfaction to their High 
Mightineſſes, with whom he had always 
ſtudied to live in the moſt perſect Union x 
But that the King had, at the ſame Time, 
authoriſed him to declare, That his Majeſ- 
ty was determined not to ſuffer the Trade 
of the French Colonies in America to be 
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carried on by the Subjects of other Powers, : 


under the ſpecious Pretext of a Neutrality ; 
or Words to be interpreted as a Licence to 
carry on a Trade with his Enemies, which 
though not particularly ſpecified in the Ar- 
ticle of Contraband, was nevertheleſs ren- 
dered ſuch in all Reſpects, and in every 
Senſe, by Circumſtances. That they, the 
Gentlemen Deputies, would ſee, that the 
Orders he communicated to them, and 
which he had received from his Court a 
very few Days before, authorifed him to 
repreſent to them, That as long as the licit 
Commerce 0s the Subjects of their High 
Mightineſſes, to which his Majeſty never 


- imtended to give the leaſt Interruption, was 


confounded with the Commerce which his 
Majeſty regarded as wholly illicit, all their 
Repreſentations would, be fruitleſs ; the ra- 
ther as the Method of proceeding in ſuch 
Caſes} was fettled by Treaty; and the 
Crown could not take Cognizance of Facts, 
the Examination of which belonged to.the 
ordinary Cuts. D

« William Fermor, Count of the Holy 
Empire, &c. &. &c, 

Whereas the glorious Army of her Impe- 
rial Majeſty, my. moſt gracious Sovereign, 
has approached the Confines of Pomerania, 
the Marquiſate of Brandenburgh and of Si- 
leſia, in order to enter the ſaid Provinces ; 
I do hereby declare, that ſuch of the Inha- 
bitants of theſe States as ſhall not oppoſe the 
victorious Arms of Ruſſia, but will remain 
quiet in their Dwellings, and exerciſe and 
carry on peaceably their ſeveral Calling 
and Commerce, provided they will ſubmit 
themſelves to her Imperial Mayeſty of all 
the Ruſſias, they ſhall ſuffer no Damage, as 
our Troops ſhall obſerve there the moſt ri- 
gid Diſcipline, but that they ſhall be fa- 
voured with the Moſt High Imperial Pro- 
tection, and ſhall in no wiſe be moleſted 
or interrupted in their Traflic. Wherefore, 
I do now give the ſaid Inhabitants Notice, 
and to all thoſe who are poſſeſſed of Eſtates, 
that chey forthwith ſend to the Head Quar- 
ters of our Army, Deputies and Commil, 
ſaries to treat concerning a Contribution in 
Money, and the uſual Portions and Ra- 
tions. 

On the Contrary, all thoſe who ſhall 2- 
bandon their Habitations, Agriculture, or 
Trades, or leave the Country, . ſhall be 
puniſhed with the utmoſt Severity that the 
Right of War gives us over them.“ 

But his Pruſſian Majeſty ſeems to have 
anſwered this haughty Manifeſto, by caul-

The 24th, the King let the Army, which 
was very much fatigued with the long and 
toilſome March they had made, reſt till One 
o'Clock in the Afternoon, after which he 
marched to Dirmitzel, where he encamped, 
and made his Diſpoſitions for attacking the 
Enemy the next Day. 

« The 25th, the Army marched in four 
Columns, three of Infantry and one of Ca- 
valry, Lieutenant General Manteuffel, at 
the Head of ten Battalions, forming the 
Van · guard; and though they were obliged 
to croſs the little River Mitzel, over one 
ſingle Bridge, the whole arrived, in Pre- 
ſence of the Enemy, at Eizkt o'Clock in the 
Morning, and immediately formed in order 
of Battle. 

Ihe Action began at Nine o Clock, near 
the Village of Zorndorff, and laſted till Se- 
ven at Night, The Fire of the Artillery 
Vas terrible and uninterrupted till towards 
the End. The Rufſian Infantry made a 
great Reſiſtance, ſo far, as to render the 
Action, for ſome Time, «doubtful 
Leſt ; where the Right Wing, ende 
mg to improve its Advantage, Lieuten 
General Seidlitz haftened up thither, at th 
Head of his own Regiment of the Gardes 
qu Corps, and the Gen d' Arms; and, after 
laving routed the Ruſſian Cavalry which 
covered it, he tel! upon the Infantry, broke 
them, and recovered the whole Affair. The 
Ruſſians, forced at laſt to quit the Field of 
bale, formed themleltes into a $quars, 
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in order to cover the remaining Part of. their 
Baggage, and paſſed the Night iu that Po- 
ſition, The King alſo remained that Night 
upon the Field of Battle, with, his whole 
Army, and took the neceſſary Meaſures to 
improve his Advantage. 22 

The zöth, his Majeſty advanced agaig 
towards the Enemy, and the Cannonading 
was renewed ; but it did not laſt long, for 
the Enemy was forced to continue their Re- 
treat, abandoning their Artillery, and a 
great Number of Colours, Standards, &. 
The King did not give them Time to reco- 
ver, but cauſed them to be harraſſed on all 
Sides during the whole Day; and the Slaugh» 
ter was very great, For however deſirous 
his Majeſty was to prevent the Effuſion of 
ſo much. Blood, the Cruelties of all Sorts 


committed by the Enemy, and the Sight of 


the Villages round ahout, which the Ruſſi- 
ans had ſet on fire, had irritated the Sol- 
diers to ſuch a Degree, that it- was almoſt 
impoſſible to put a Stop to their Fury. 
However, a Number of Priſoners have been 
taken; amongſt whom are ſeveral general 
Officers, namely, Generals de Soltikoff, 
Chernichew, Manteuffel, Tieremhauſen, 
Chivers, &c, General Brown, the ſecond 
in Command, having refuſed Quarters, was 
killed by the Pruffian Dragoons; and the 
Fate of his Highneſs Prince Chartes of Sax» 
ony is not known. According to the Ent» 
my's , own Confeſſion, ſexeral others of 
their Generals are killed. | 

«« The King, being unwilling to require 
more from his Infantry, without giving 
them ſome Reſt, made them encamp on 
the zöth in the Evening, and ordered his 
Cavalry and Huffars to continue to purſue 
and harraſs the Enemy; and on the.

Now it will eaſily be granted, that, if all 
theſe Criterions are ſo found in the Returns 
of any Comet, for ſeveral Periods ſucceſ- 
ſively, they will neceſſarily prove the Co- 
met to be one and the ſame ; and farther it 
muſt be obſerved, that, if two or three of 
thoſe Characteriſtics are well obſerved and 
aſcertained, it may ſtrongly be preſumed, 
that it is the ſame Comet that returns, ſince, 
as it is eaſy to be obſerved from the 
Table of Comets, no Two among them all 
agreed preciſely in any one of the fore 
going CharaRters, much leſs can it be ſup- 
pos'd, they ſhould agree in any Two or 
more of them, And we may venture to 
pronounce it an Impoſſibility, that two diffe- 
rent Comets ſhould have all thoſe Seven 
different Marks of Identity. 

If therefore, for the Comet of the Year 
1682, we can ſhew, that moſt of the fore- 
going Particulars agree to the Comet that ap- 
peared in 160%, and alſo to the Comet that 
appeared in 1682, and before that, to other 
Appearances in 1456, 1380, and 1305, we 
may then moſt certainly conclude, that the 
Comet which made its Appearance in all 
theſe ſeveral Periods, was one and the 
ſame.

Madrid, Auguſt 28. 
| ER Catholic Majeſty departed this 
H Life Yeſterday Morning about Four 
o Clock, at Aranjuez, and his Catholic 
Majeſty ſet out for Villavicioſa, where he 
will remain the uſual nine Days of Retire- 
_ * - 

Hague, Sept. 12. By our laſt Advices from 
Dreſden, and other Parts, Prince Henry ſeems 
to be in no Danger from the united Forces 
under Daun and the Prince of Deux Ponts; 
the former, on the 5th Inſtant, fearing that 
his Retreat towards Luſatia and Bohemia 
might be cut off, withdrew from about 
Dreſden, and marched towards Zittau ; and 
the Prince of Deux Ponts kept quiet at 
Struppen. This ſudden Change is owing to 
the Approach of the different Pruſſian Corps, 
under Prince Francis of Brunſwick, General 
Ziethen, and the King of Pruſſia himſelf. 
His Pruſſian Majeſty, having left Count Doh- 
na to purſue the Ruſſians in their precipi- 
tate Retreat to the Viſtula, marched to- 
wards the Auſtrians on the 2d Inſtant, and 
was to be in Luſatia on the 6th. Our laſt 
Letters from thence are of the 5th from Tre- 
batſch. The Ruſſians, in order to be diſen- 
cumbered of all unneceſſary Baggage in their 
Retreat, have thought proper to burn a 
great Part of their Waggons ; ſo that there 
ſcems to be no Apprehenſion of their at - 
tempting to make a Stand any where at pre- 
ſent. © The Armies upon the Lippe furniſhes 
nothing new.

The Aulic Council at 
Vienna continue with great Aſſiduity the 
Proceedings againſt the Princes whom the 
Emperor intends to put under the Ban of 
the Empire, The 21ſt of laſt Month the 
Elector of Hanover, the Dukes of Wol- 
fembuttle and Gotha, and the Count of

Summons with the Term of two 
Months, 

Dreſden, Sept. 16. The King of Pruſ- 
fa has not only diſlodged the Croats and 
Pandours of  Fiſchbach, as I acquainted you 
in my laſt, of the 197th Inſtant, but has 
likewiſe made 400 Priſoners ; among whom 
are one Lieutenant-Colonel, and two Cap- 
tains : All theſe Priſoners are brought into 
this City, His Majeſty has fince been em- 
ployed in cutting off the Convoys, and all 
Communication with Luſatia, at leaſt by 
the Way of Bautzen ; for the Road of Zit- 
tav, by Loebau and Neuſtad, till remains 
open; as alſo that of Bohemia, in part, by 
the Elbe. The King has his Head Quarters 
ſtill at Schonfeldt, and Marſhal Daun his 
a Stolpen. The Auſtrian Army is encamp- 
ec in the Neighbourhood, in a very advan- 
tageous Poſt, which is not eaſy to be at- 
tacked, on account of the Eminences, which 
they have planted with Artillery. In the 
mean Time, it does not appear that Mar- 
ſha! Daun can ſtay long there, as Convoys

The Pruſſian Armies under the King and 
Prince Henry, amount to near 90,000 Men, 
excluſive of 12,000 Men under General 
Fouquet: And the Armies commanded by 
Marſhal Daun, and the Prince of- Deux 
Ponts, confiſt of more than 100,000, ex- 
cluſive of 14,000 commanded by General 
de Ville, who has been repulſed by General 

ouquet. They write from Dreſden, 
Sept. 24, it was reported, that Marſhal 
Daun had ſent off tis heavy Baggage to- 
wards Bohemia, and was preparing to fol- 
low them with his whole Army ; if ſo, the 
King will have perfectly ſucceeded in his 
chief Deſign, namely, of remaining Maſter, 
of Saxony, and putting his Troops there 
into good Winter Quarters, — And we alſo 
hear from Dreſden of the 27th, that the 
King of Pruſſia decamped, early the Morn- 
ing before, from Schonfeld, and marched 
towards Biſchoffswerda, to turn Daun's 
Right Wing, whoſe Army covered a great 
deal of Ground; and by obſtruting his 
Acceſs to Zittau, cut off his Retreat to Bo - 
hemia. This Movement has obliged Daun 
to change his Poſition, and to carry his Left 
Wing beyond Stolpen. As his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty hath ſent his Secretaries and heavy 
Baggage to Dreſden, and ordered Prince 
Henry's Army to be ready to march on the 
firſt Notice, they hourly expected to hear 
of a deciſive Action. But the Prince of 
Deux Ponts was then at Struppen, without 
making any Change in his Poſition. 

Hamburg, Oct. 3. The Ruſſians have e- 
vacuated Landſberg, and are retreating to« 
wards Pruſſia, Count Dohna is ſtill in Pure 
ſuit of them. | 

Hague, Oct. 3. By Letters from Dreſden, 
the King of Pruſſia has made a Motion to - 
wards Bantzen, with a View to bring Mar- 
ſhal Daun to a Battle, or to force him to 
retire into Bohemia; in the mean time, the 
Swedes have been worſted in ſeveral En- 
counters, and have retired towards Meck- 
jenberg, owing to the Prince of Bevern's 
coming towards their Flank from Stettin, 
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with a Corps of 7 Battalions, 1200 Hutſe, 
and a Body of Light Troops. 

Hague, Oct. 7. All the Letters from the 
King of Pruſſia aſſure us, that Marſhal Daun 
was ſtill at his Camp at Stolpen, without 
venturing to come out of it, tho* he hath 
conſiderably reinforced himſelf by calling in 
the Troops he ſent to the Aſſiſtance of the 
Army of the Circles.

JV Eſterday the Kight Hon. Lord An- 
ſon, with Part of his Majeſty's Fleet 
under his Command, arrived at Spithead ; 
as did Commodore Lord How, and Lieu - 
tenant General Bligh, 
Extract of a Letter from an _ in the late 
Expedition to St, Malo's. 
te On the 4th of September, we landed our 
Troops about eight Miles to the Weſtward 
of the Town of St, Malo's, without any 
Oppoſition, in Number about ten Thouſand 
Foot and Horſe, The next Day we found that 
the French had blown up the Roads and 
Bridges leading to that Place, ſo that it was 
not in our Power to do any Execution a- 
gainſt the Town, During our March we 
loſt about thirty Men at the moſt, and the 
10th, our General was informed, by a De- 
ſerter from Fitz- James's Brigade, that the 
Enemy were 15000 ſtrong, and were to be 
reinforced that Evening, or the next Day, 
by the like Number, and that they intend- 
ed to ſurround our Army, The next Day 
our Men came down to the Beach, where 
the Boats were waiting at the ſandy Bay ; 
and the Enemy, being about 15000, ſup- 
ported with nine Cannon, flanked our Men, 
notwithſtanding the Ships endeavoured to 
prevent it, who were ſoon obliged to leave 
off firing, as they were come to cloſe En- 
gagement ; and the Boats drove from Shore, 
ſome of them having all their Crews killed, 
*« Notwithſtanding our Troops that were 
left on Shore, conſiſted only of one Regi- 
ment of Grenadiers, and one Regiment 
and Half of the Guards ; our Grenadiers 
boldly charged the two firſt Regiments, and 
totally cut them off: They then attack'd 
the Third, but were not able to advance, 
on account of the dead Bodies, and after- 
wards were repulſed ; at the ſame Time, 
the Guards being hard preſſed, and ſeeing 
the Grenadiers in ſome Diſorder, they threw 
down their Arms and ran to the Water Side; 
but finding the Boats could not come to 
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them, ſome of them ſwam off, and ſome 
were drowned, At this Time, Part of the 
Grenadiers had fled the fame Way, and 
fought, when they were Breaſt high in the 
Water, with their Purſuers : After that, 
they rallied again, and marched up to their 
Comrades, and renewed the Battle, defend - 
ing themſelves as long as the Battle laſted, 
Onr Loſs I don't know yet, but there are 
above 1200 Men miſſing, The French 
own they have loſt 2000 Men, but I believe 
I may venture to ſay, by what I ſaw, and 
by Information, their Loſs is near 4000, 
for our Men ſold their Lives very dear : Ma- 
ny old experienced Officers ſaid they never 
ſaw ſuch an obſtinate Battle fought ; it laſt- 
ed about ſix Hours in fight of us all, nor 
could we get to their Aſſiſtance, as we 
ſhould have been cut off in landing.“

The Prince de Sou- 
biſe's Forces being, by the Junction of the 
Saxons, and the Reinforcements ſeat him 
by Marſhal de Contades, augmented to 
30,000 Men, General Oberg, who had at 
moſt but 15,000, thought it would be Te- 
merity to wait for the Enemy in the Poſt 
he then occupied, and therefore drew back 
hearer to our Frontiers, and encamped be- 
tween Sangerſhauſen and Landwerhagen ;

an Attack to be made on our Right; and as 
the Night was extremely dark, and the Fog 
very thick, the Pandours having diflodged 
our free Battalions, which were at the very 
Extremity of our Flank, by that Means 
ſlipped into the Village and fet it on fire, 
and thereby obliged the Battalions, which 
had covered the Sides of it, to abandon it, 
and retire farther, The Auſtrians attemp- 
ted, ſeveral times to paſs through it, but 
were repulſed both by our Infantry and 
Cavalry. General Retzow was at the ſame 
Time attacked by the Prince of Dourlach ; 
but after he had repulſed the Enemy, and 
taken 3eo Priſoners, he was coming to join 
the Army, the Left of which was attacked 
at the Time they received Qrders to rein- 
force the Right, which was done by the 
Whole, except the Battalion of Kleiſt, 
which having advanced too far in repelling 
the Enemy, could not join the Army again, 
and was obliged to lay down their Arms, 
The Poſt on the Right was maintained from 
Half an Hour after Four till Ten, when 
the Army received Orders to retire, General 
Retzow joined it, and it now occupies the 
Poſt of Biertitz and Dobreſchutz, We have 
loſt Marſhal Keith and Prince Francis of 
Brunſwick, whom we cannot ſufficiently 
regret, Prince Maurice of Anhalt is woun- 
ded ; and as he was going in a Coach to Baut- 
zen, was made Priſoner. General Griſt is 
wunded in the Arm, and Major General 
Lrockow, of the Cuirafſiers, in the Shoul- 
der, The King, the Margrave, and all the 
Generals, who were in the Action, hav- 
ing either received Contuſions, or had their 
Horſes wounded, We cannot as yet make 
an exact Eſtimate of our Loſs, but it may 
be depended on, that the Whole does not 
exceed 3900 Men, Night prevented the 
Regiments on the Right from ftriking their 
Tents, by which we were greatly incom- 
moded, and they conſequently loſt ; But 
th.ſe are Misfortunes which are ſometimes 
unavoidable in the Chances of War. We 
dave about 500 Pi iſoners, among whom is 
ihe General Marquis de Vittleſchi. We 
lope ſoon to give the Public better News, 
We may add to this Account, that fince 
n was written, our Loſs has greatly decrea- 
led by the Return of a great Numt er of Sol- 
ders, who were ſeparated from their Corps 
turing the Engagement, The Loſs of the 
Inemy greatly exceeds ours. 

Reme, OH, 24. The Pope in the laſt

Hague, Nov. 14. Count Dohna, with a 
Part of his Army paſſed thro* Berlin the 
7th Inſtant, on his Way to Saxony, leaving 
a Body of Troops in Pomerania, to obſerve 
the Ruſſians, and to check any Incurſions 
of Light Troops, whilſt General Manteuf- 
fel, with another Corps, is marched thro* 
Stettin, to oppoſe the Swedes who con- 
tinue about Prentzlow and Stromberg, 

The Duc de Deux Ponts has recalled the 
Detachments he had ſent over the Elbe, 
and is moved to Friberge, which has obliged 
Itzenplitz, who commands in the Abſence 
of Prince Henry, to change his Poſition. He 
is now encamped near Keſſelſdorff. 

It is confidently afferted, that the Ruffi- 
ans have raiſed the Seige of Colberg, after 
hefieging it near a Month. The Detach- 
ment that formed the Siege are marched to 


Marienwerder, and the Army under Gene- 


ral Fermor towards Poland. 

Prince Ferdinand's Head | Quarters are 
Nill at Munſter, but nothing has 
of any Importance. | 

Hague, Nov. 17. The Siege of Neiſs has 
been raiſed, the News of his Pruſſian Ma- 
jeſty marching that Way having been ſuf · 
ficient to determine General Horſch to a- 
bandon it, which he did in the Night, be- 
tween the 5th and 6th Inſtant, and the Gar - 
riſon gained a confiderable Advantage over 
the Beſiegers, in a Sally they made upon 
that Occaſion, The King of Pruſſia, who 
ſtopped upon this News, at Gros · Noſſen, 
between Breſlan and Neiſs, immediately re- 
turned to Luſatia, to oppoſe the Army un- 
der the Command of Count Daun, which 
it is reported, had marched back towards 
Dreſden, in order to take Advantage of the 
King of Pruffia's Abſence from thoſe Parts. 

Marſhal Contades has abandoned Hamm 
and the Lippe, and the Army under his 
Command is marching into Winter Quar- 
ters. 

From Paris, that the Double Militia, as 
it is called, which is raifing with great Ri- 
gour, occaſions great Diſturbances ; that a 
very great Riot had enſued at Orleans ; that 
many young Fellows at iens left the 
Town, to avoid being enliſted, and fled hi · 
ther, but many of them have been appre- 
hended, and thrown into Gaol, | 

From Germany, that the Pruffians have 
retaken the Fortreſſes of Sonnenſtein, and 
Pirna, lately taken by the Auſtrians. 

From Madrid, by way of Genoa con- 
firm, that his Catholic Majeſty continues 
very ill, and that his Brother the Infant 
Don Louis, tranſacts all public Bufineſs. Is

by we. order d him, under reiterated Mena- 
ces of the Ban, to withdraw his Troops from 
that Country; to deſiſt from all hoſtile Vi- 
olenee; to releaſe thoſe whom he had obli- 
ged to enter into his Service; to reſtore 
what he-had taken, and to repair, without 
Delay,all theDamages he.had occaſioned. We 
find ourſelves obliged, by preſſingReaſons, to 
remit. to your Majeſty, as Duke of Holſtein, 
our right of Imperial Protection, in order, 
that furniſh*'d with Imperial Authority. you 
may drive from Mecklenbourgh, the Troops 
of the King of Pruſſia, Elector of Brande- 
urgh.; that you may retake whatever Ef- 
ſects they have carried, and reſtore them to 
the Duke of Mecklenbourgh, and his Sub- 
zeRs z that you may protect that Country a- 
gainſt new Oppreſſions, and maintain the 
Duke with ſufficient Forces, in the peaceable 
Poſſeſſion of his Dominions, Given at Vi- 
enna 21ſt of Auguſt, 1758, in the 13th Year 
of our Reign... |

Munſter, Nov. 18. The Britiſh Troops 
decamped this Morning, and are marched 
into Winter Quarters.

The Garriſon made no 
Scruple of ſaying, that their Troops to the 
Southern and Weſtern Garriſons will ſuffer 
gredtly, -if not entirely ſtarve, for want of 
the Proviſions and Veſſels we have deſtroyed, 
as they have not any left to bring them 
home from Niagara. | 

The Terms on which the Garriſon ſur- 
rendered were Priſoners of War, until ex-

Forces are ſent forth to invade and ravage 
the Domivions of their Neighbours, their 
own Coaſts are not inacceſſible to his Majeſ- 
ty's Fleets and Armies. This they have ex- 
perienced in the Demolition of their Works 
at Cherburgh, erected at a great Expence, 
with a particular View to annoy this Coun- 
try; and in the Loſs of a great Number of 
Ships and Veſſels ; but no Treatment, how - 
ever injurious to his Majeſty, could tempt 
him to make Retaliation on the innocent 
Subjects of that Crown. 

In Germany, his Majeſty's good Brother 
the King of Pruſſia, and Prince Ferdinand 
of Brunſwick, have found full Employment 
for the Armies of France, and her Confede- 
rates; from which our Operations, both by 
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Sea, and in America, have derived the moſt 
evident Advantages. Their Succeſſes, ow- 
ing, under God, to their able Conduct, and 
the Bravery of his Majeſty's Troops, and 
thoſe of his Allies, have been ſignal and 
glorious, 

That the Common Cauſe of Liberty and 
Independency is ſtill making noble and vi- 
gorous Etforts, againſt the unnatural Union 
formed to oppreſs it. That the Commerce 
of his Subjects, the Source of our Riches, 
has, by the vigilant Protection receiv*d from 
his Majeſty's Fleet, flouriſhed in a Manner 
ngt to be parallel'd during ſuch Troubles. 
In this State of Things, his Majeſty, in his 
Wiſdom, thinks it unneceſſary to uſe many 
Words to prevail on you to. bear up againſt, 
all Difficulties ; effectually to ſtand by, and 
defend his Majeſty ; vigorouſly to ſup 
the King of Pruſſia, and the reſt of his Ma- 
jeſty's Allies; and to exert yourſelves to 
reduce our Enemies to equitable Terms of 
Accommodation. |

Wife Men wil ſuſpect you; the Vulgar 
at once condemn. Io which I may add, that 
the Frequency of writing and diſconrſing on 
this Kind of Subj indiſpoſeth Men to the 
whole Kind, The Ground hath been fo tra- 
verſed and beaten, that they have no Hope of 
ſpringing new Game, and follow thoſe who 
would lead into it with Reluctance. Such is 
the forbidding Aſpect of my preſent Attempt : 
But it may he conſidered in more pleaſing 
Lights, which take off from theſe Diſcourage- 
ments. One of theſe is the Neceſſity laid 
upon me from the Situation in which I am 
placed, of making ſome Attempt, and Neceſ- 
fity renders even Mediocrity excuſable. 

I ſhould mention as a Second, the Candour

But, if they did contain ſuch, 
may not the ſame, or ſuch like Thoughts occur 
at this Time ; the Eloquence of Stile, enrich'd 
by new Inventions ? At leaft, we may hope to 
clear the Road, marked out by the Antients, 
to ſmooth and open it, perhaps in ſome Pla- 
ces, to ſtrike out new and ſhorter Paths, Theſe 
Reflections help to animate ; but my chief En- 
couragemeut is, the Hope that theſe Lectures, 
imperfect as they are, may do ſome Good. 

They may at leaſt turn your Attention to 
the Subject upon which they are raiſed, An 
Effect, which (pardon the Remark) ſeemeth 
at prefent needful to us. Sciences are culti- 
vated not unhappily, Languages are ſtudied, 
polite Authors are read and underſtood among 
us ; bur a Spirit of imitating is not ſufficient- 
] high. Content to know and admire, who 

ks to reſemble ? Reaſon is more exerciſed 
than Invention. Attached to what is ſolid, we 
neglect Ornament. Now the treating publick- 
ly of this Latter, the Hearing much concern- 
ing it, will anavoidably make it the Snbject 
of your Thoughts and Diſcourſe. And, if it 
hath, as certainly is the Caſe, much of real 
Value in it, will naturally introduce a Fond- 
neſs for it, will recommend it to your Study 
and Care.

S there has lately been a conſiderable 
Squadron of Ships, Land forces, Ec. 
ſent to the Weſt Indies, under the Command 
of Commodore Hughes and General Hop ſon, 
of which we have given an authentic Ac- 
count, Page 949, which are intended for 
the Security of the Britiſb Settlements, and 
the Annoyance of the Enemies in thoſe 
Ports, we have thought a Map of the W:# 
Indies would be properly adapted to this 
Occurrence, and that to explain and illu- 
ſtrate it by a conciſe Account cf the princi- 
pal Iſlands, Forts, and Settlements, which 
are in the Britiſb or French Poſſeſſion, from 
whence their Importance might be better 
judged of, would be very agreeable. to our 
Readers. 
W:ft Indies were ſo called, at firſt, on a 
Preſumption that they extended, and even 
joined to the Eaft Indies, tho? diſtant from 
them, in reality, near Half the Circumfe- 
rence of the Globe, It is, indeed, of very 
great Extent, and contains many large 
lands. The Firſt, we ſhall mention, as 
ncluded in it, are the Bahama Iſlands, ly- 
ing moſt eaſterly of all the Antilles, and to 
the North of the Ifle of Cuba, and Eaſt and 
S. E. from the, Span fo Florida, ſtretching 
from the 21 and 28 Deg. of N. Lat. and 
between 72 and $1 of W. Long. Theſe 
lands were diſcovered by Columbus, Anno 
Dem. 1492 | 
Bahama, from which the Reſt take their 
Name, is fituate between 78 and $1 Deg. 
W. Long. and 26 and 27 Deg. N. Lat. 
bout 15 Leagues long, and 8 broad, It is 
eckoned very pleaſant and fruitful, and 
he Soil remarkably rich, Its preſent Pro- 
duct is Indian Wheat, Fowl, Dye-weod, 
earls, Cc. On the North of Bahama and 
kucayonequa, lies the great Bahamian Bank 
| Sand, which extends itſelf northward, 
Ip to the 27 Deg. or 30 Min. and is ſur- 
ounded with Rocks, That which is called 
e great ſandy Bank, lies on the North of 
be Ile of Cuba, and is terminated by the

Zuma. and the Iſland of Cigatco, and on 
the North, by that of Providence; beſides 
this old Canal, there is another, called the 
Streight of Babama, between the Coaſt of 
Florida and the Lucayon: qua. This is one 
of the moſt impetuous Currents northwards 
of any in thoſe Seas, The SpaniſÞ Ships 
are forced to wait an Opportunity to paſs 
this Srreipht, which is about 16 Leagues in 
Breadth, and its Length from the Cape of 
Florida, northwards, 45, which ſhews of 
what Importance the Babama Iſlands are to 
England. | | | 

Providence, the next Iſland moſt conſi- 
derable, lies from W. Long. 78. Lat. 25. 
in the American Ocean, The beſt planted 
and fortified by the Exgliſb, the Crown 
having purchaſed it of the Proprietors, to 
make it a Station for Cruizers, being ſitu- 
ate on the Eaſt Side of the Gulph of Fo- 
rida 200 Miles N. E. of the Continent of 
Florida. Here they have two Forts, one 
of which commands the Eaſt Entrance of 
the Harbour. The military Force of theſe 
lands conſiſt, in ſix Companies of Mili- 
tia, and one independent Company. 

There are other Iſlands near this planted, 
but not fortified by the Engiiſp; the Plan- 
ters being obliged to retire to Providence, 
in caſe of any Danger from an Enemy, vx. 
Elutheza, and Habour Iſland, Lucayenegua, 
Andreſs, Cigateo, Guanahoni, Yumeta, Sa- 
mana, Mayaguana, Yuma. or Exuma, Tra- 
gua, Caicos, and Triangu/o z the Reſt are 
rather barren Rocks, Many of theſe Iſlands 
were wont to be a Neſt of Thieves, and 
were never in any Condition of Defence, 
till Capt. Rogers was ſent there, in 1718, 
with the King's Commiſſion, as Governor, 
with a ſmall Force at the Crown's Ex- 
pence, when Capt. Rogers recovered and 
Krengthencd ſundry Places, by ereRing ſuck 
Fortifications as were neceſſary, where Na- 
ture had not ſufficiently {cured the Iſlands, 
and by ſtationing ſuch Ships, for No, and 
Burthen, as were neceflary for the Purpoſes 
of Commerce, Sc.

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Ile of Cuba, fituate in the Atlantic O- 
cean, between 74 and 87 Degrees of Weſt 
Longitude, and 20 and 23 Degrees of North 
Latitude, being 800 Miles and upwards in 
Length from Eaſt to Weſt, and generally a- 
bout 70 Miles broad; a Ridge of Hills, 
pretty well covered with Wood, running 
through the Middle of the Iſland from Eaſt 
to Weſt, but the Lands near the Coaſt are 
generally a 8 Country. There are a 
great many ſmall Rivers running from the 
Hills, Sc. and Abundance of good Har- 
bours about the Iſland : One particularly at 
St. Jago, on the South Eaſt, eſteemed the 
Capital, and lies about ico Miles North of 
Jamaica; but the | 

' Hawonnab is much more confiderable, on 
account of its Trade; and the Rendezvous 
of the Galleons annually, on their Return 
to. Spain. It is ſituate on the North-Weſt 
Part of the Iſland, at the Entrance of the 
Gulph of Mexico, has a ſecure and capaci- 
ous Harbour, of difficult Acceſs to an Ene- 
my, and a narrow Entrance, well defend- 
ed by Forts and Platforms, and great Guns. 
The Town is not very large but populous ; 
inhabited by Spaniards, Mulattor, and Ne- 
groes. They have Hogs in great Plenty, 
and likewiſe Fiſh ; their Wine is very good, 
— Proviſions are generally dear, «ſpecially

Antilles Tflands. 


Jamaica, in the Atlantic Ocean, or North 
Sea, between 76 and 79 Degrees of Weſt 
Lengitude, and between 17 and 18 Degrees 
North Latitude. This Iſland abounds with 
Mountains, Rivers, or rather Torrents, 
changeable Seaſons in ſome of the Moun- 
tains, frequent Rains, and Thunder. The 
rainy Seaſons for the flat Country, are in 
May and October; the Seaſons for plant- 
ing. The Exgliſb Inhabitants are far leſs 
than the Mulattot. The Produce of 
this Iſland is chiefly Sugar, but they have 


Plantations of Coffee, Cocoa, or Chocolate 


Nut, Tobacco, Jamaica Pepper, Cotton, 
Woods for Dying, particularly Mabogony 
and Manchinee/ Woods, Salt, Ginger, Me- 
dicinal Gums and Drugs. The Water is 
very unwholeſome near the Sea-Coaſt, and 
has been very prejudicial to many of our 
Engliſh Seamen, The Eng/1/þ became Ma- 
Ners of it with very little Oppoſition, in 
the Year 1656. 

Port Royal, in Famaica, is one of the 
fineſt Sea-ports in America. It is built on 
a ſmall Neck of Land, not above a Bow- 
ſhot in Breadth in ſome Places, that runs 
out 10 Miles into the Sea, and 1s guarded 
by Fort Charles, which has a Line of near

100 Cannon, and a Garriſon of Soldiers, 


maintained at the Expence of the Crown. 


The Harbour is 11 Miles by Land from 
Spaniſh Town, is 3 Leagues broad, and very 
deep, ſo that 1000 Ships may ride there 
with Safety. This Convenience for Ship. 
ping drew many Merchants here, and a 
conſiderable Trade is now carried own in 
the various Products of the Iſland, 

Kingſton, about five Miles from Port Rey - 
ol, is a fine Town, of 1000 or 1200 Hou- 
ſes, laid out in regular Squares; to which 
there are 2 or 300 Veſſels belong. The 
Harbour is ſpacious, and ſafe from Storms, 
The Town has a Fort for Defence upon the 
Harbour, and muſters 10 Companies of 
Foot. Here are many public Structures, 
Places of Worſhip for the ſeveral Denomi- 
nations of Chriſtians, and for the Quarter 
Seſſion, Naval and Military Offices, and 
9 for an extenſive Merchan- 

ize, 8 

Spaniſh Toron, the chief City of the 
Iſland, the Reſidence of the Governor, and 
the Place of the grand Courts; but being 
an inland Place, the Trade is leſs conſider - 
able. The Governor's Secretary has an 
Office, where all Perſons, departing the 
Ifland, are obliged to regiſter their Names. 
There are many other Regulations we might 
mention if it were neceſſary. 

The other Towns, or Ports, that are any 
Way conſiderable, are Paſſage Fort, St. E- 
lizabeth, Vere, St. Dorothy"'s, St. Jobn's, 
St. Thomas's, St. David's, which are Sea- 
Ports, and where are Harbours for Ship- 

ing. 

x Hiſpaniela, or St. Domingo; this Iſland 
partly belonging to the Spaniards and part- 
ly to the French, is ſituate between 64 and 
67 Degrees of N, Latitude, being about 420 
Miles long from Eaſt to Weſt, and 120 in 
Breadth from North to South, frequently 
called St. Domingo, from the capital City of 
that Name. In the Mountains, in the Mid- 
dle of the Country, were ſeveral Gold 
Mines, when the Spariards firſt arrived 
here, but None are wrought at preſent. The 
Spaniards deſerting the Iſtand, the Bucca- 
neers afterward reſorted hither, to hunt the 
Cattle for their Hides and Tallow, Where- 
upon the Frerch took Poſſeſſion of it, and 
the Spaniards, not caring to loſe it, returned 
and took Poſſeſſion of Domingo, then the 
French ceded to them the South Part of the 
Iſtand again, The Country is now pretty 
well ſtocked with Timber, viz. Oak, Ce- 
day, Pine, Brafil-wood, Manchineal, the 
Maho and Acoma-Tree, and both French 
and Sporiards have Plantations of Sugar 
here, ard have in a Manner deprived the 
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Engliſb of that Trade. Hiſpanicla alſo pro- 
duces Tobacco, and ſeveral Gums, and 
medicinal Drugs. The capital City was ta- 
ken by Sir Francis Drake, but was quitted 
again in the Reign of Queen Elixabetb, the 
Court not thinking it good Policy to keep 
it. But Cromwell was of another Mind, 
and ſent Pen and Yenables to take it after 
the French had fortified it, and rendered it 
very ſtrong; ſo that they, miſcarrying in 
the Attempt, attacked and ſubdued the I- 
land of Famaica, 

Paſſing by ſeveral Towns and Farts of 
little Importance, we come. to Port Paix, 
which faces Tontuga, in the Form of a Cre- 
ſcent. Here is very good Anchorage, but 
the Paſſage on the Weſt Side is dangerous, 
in a North, or North-Weſt Wind, The 
Eaſt Side, which looks towards the Town 
is well fortified, there's a Savanna, above 
Half a Mile broad, and on the Faſt Side 
of the Town, which forms the Harbour, 
there is an Eminence, above three Quarters 
of a Mile from the Fort, which it com- 
mands, The adjacent Country is well- wa- 
tered and has a good Soil, eſpecially for 
Sugar. 

At Cape St. Nicholas, which lies to the 
Weſt, it is ſaid there are Mines of Silver, 
It is a dry, coarſe Country. Here is a deep 
Bay, well covered, like a natural Harbour, 
which is a Retreat for Privateers in Time 
of War,-——The Iſland of Tontigas, or 
Tortudas, is ſurrounded with Rocks. on 
the North and Weſt Sides, and the Road 
very difficult. The Country abounds with 
tall Palms, and other Trees, and produces 
various Gums, Sugar, Indigo, Ginger, O- 
ranges, Citrons, and moſt of the Fruits 
that grow on che other Iſlands: It has 
only one convenient Harbour, entered by 
two Channels, and capable of receiving large 
Ships; and is defended by Fort Dageron. 

Cape Frangns ſtands on the North Side 
of the Iſland. The Town is neither wall- 
ed nor paled in, and is in no Condition to 
be fortified, being ſo much expoſed on the 
South and Weſt Sides. It has only two 
Batteries; one at the Entrance of the Har- 
bour, and the other before the Town, both 
badly fituated, and worſe maintained. 

St, Domingo, was fiiſt built by Columbus, 
on the South Side of the Iſland, at the 
Mouth of the River Hayna, in a fine Plain, 
which ſhews it to great Advantage from 
the Sea, It is a large, well- built City, 
with a good Port, and has ſeveral Struc- 
tures, which are more magnificent than is 
common in the Ve Indies; is the Seat of 
the ſupreme Court of Juſtice : The greateſt 
Part of the Trade is carried on by the Spa- 
wards from this Port, which has 15 Fa- 
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thom Water at the Par, ſafe and large, and 
defended by ſeveral Batteries, and a Caftte 
at the End of the Pier, which has two 
Half Moons within it, and reaches with 
two Bulwarks to the River, and near the 
South Bulwark ſtands a round Tower. 
. The Town is chiefly built with Stone, in 
which are a Cathedral, and other public 
-Buildings ; and form a fine Square, the 
principal Street runs in a direct Line; fo 
that the Form of the Town is almoſt qua- 
drangular, its Situation delightful, between 
a large River on the Weſt, the Ocean on 
the South, and a fine, fruitful Country on 
the North and Eaft. 
The City of Conception ſtands above 25 
Leagues North of St. Domingo, ——St, Ja- 
o de los Cavaleros 10 Leagues North- Weſt 
rom the Former. Porto de la Plaba, 
FP the Haven of Silver. ————— Moto 
rie, r Leagues Welt from the Former, 
and Satvatren J Tuev, 28 Leagues 
from St. Domingo, ot chief Note for Sugar 
Works. 


The Ifland of Porto Rico. 


This Iſland extends from Long. 65 to 67, 
and from Latitude 18, to 18: 40. being a- 
bout 150 Miles from Faſt to Weſt, and be- 
tween 40 and 50 in Breadth. The princi- 
pal Commodities in which its Traders deal, 
are Sugar, Ginger, Hides, Cotton, Thread, 
or Raw Cotton, Vaſtic, &c. they have al- 
ſo great Quantities of Salt, and make a 
conſiderable Profit of Oranges and Lemons, 

The Capital of the Iſland is of the ſame 
Name, and ſtands on the North Side of it 
in another, about Half a League over, join- 
ed to the Continent by a Cauſway, which 
runs acroſs the Harbour. This City is now in 
very good Condition, and its Harbour excel- 
lent, which bas proved of great Uſe to the 
Sponiards. The Port is protected by a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and the Town by another, on the 
South Side of it. It is large, and well- 
built, and better inhabited than moſt of 
the Spaniſh Cities in America, It is gene- 
rally called the Center of the contraband 
Trade, carried on by the Engliſþ and French. 

The other Places of any Note, are Port 
del Aguada, Bombay, d Inferno, — Borri- 
guen, or Crabs Iſle, the Virgim, or 2 
Cluſter of a2 ſmall IRands, Cc. &c, 


The CariSbee Iſlands. 


The Name Caribbees, is of the ſame Im- 
port as Canribals, A Character ſtamped 
upon thoſe Iſlands, and Part of the Conti- 
nent too, by the firſt Diſoverers, to give 
their better Sanction to their diſpoſſeſſing 
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the Natives ; but upon the ſtrifteſt Inquiry, 
there is no ſatis factory Proof, that there e- 
ver was a Nation of Man-eaters, either 
here, or any where elſe, on the American 
Continent. - 

Not having Room to give an Account of 
the original Natives, we ſhall content our- 
ſelves with mentioning the principal Iſlands, 


and by whom poſſeſſed, They are in

An Account of the Preduce of theſe Iſtands in 
eneral. 

Theſe Iſlands produce a great Variety 
both for the Suſtenance and Accomodation 
of Man, They produce Corn, chiefly In- 
dian, and might do much more, were the 
Inhabitants diſpoſed to cultivate it. They 
| likewiſe breed Cattle of different Kinds, 
Hogs, Sheep, Kine, Fowl, Cc. They have 
alſo Citrons, Pomgranates, Oranges, Rai- 
ſons, Indian Figs, Maia, Peaſe, and Cocoa- 
nuts; beſides Tobacco, and ſeveral rare 
Kinds of Wood, Herbs, Roots, and Drugs. 
As Braſil, Ebony, Caſſia, Cinnamon, Pine- 
apple, Cotton, Pepper, Ginger, Indigo, 
the Calabaſh and Canapia - Tree, beſides rich 
Gums. Their Lakes and Rivers abound 
with a great Variety of Fiſh, of which ſome 
are in a Manner peculiar, as the Sea-tur- 
tle, the Sea-ſtar, and Sea- apple. There 
are likewiſe an infinite Variety of Birds; 

rticularly, the Colibry, or Humming- bird, 

aving Feathers of all the Colours in the 
Rainbow 3; beſides the Number, or Quantity,

in many of theſe Particulars is ſo great, that 
they export them to all Parts of Europe, and 
their Commerce is much valued. 


As it is generally thought that Martinico is 
the Object ogainſt which the preſent Ar- 
mament is intended, we fhall give the fol. 


lowing Account of it, 


Martinice is the moſt beautiful, the moſt - 


opulent, aud moſt flourithing of all the Co. 
lonies the French have in theſe Iſlands, 
Guardaloupr, or Guadelupe, is alſo very con- 
ſiderable ; but much inferior to Martinico's 
Defiada, or la Defirada ; Marigalante, or 
Maria Galanda ; Granado, and St. Bartho- 
lomew, comes after; yielding in different 
Degrees of Goodneſs and Fertility, to Gnar- 
daloupe, The leaſt of all are St. Martin, 
and St. Creix, or Crux. e 

Martinico is ſituated between 14 and 15 
Deg. of N. Lat. and 61 Deg. of W. Long. 
lying about forty Leagues North - weſt of 
Barbadoes, and near the fame Ditance S. of 
Antigua. It is about 54 Miles in Length; 
its Breadth is unequal; and its Circumfe. 
rence about 180 Miles. This Iſland is the 
Refidence of the Govetnor- general and in- 
tendant of the French Iſlands; as alſo the 
Seat of the Royal Conſul, whoſe r 
tion extends to the other Iſlands. The 
INand Part of it is hilly, and at a Diſtance 
appears like three diſtant Mountains, be- 
ing exceedingly well watered by numerous 
Rivulets which fall from the Hills. There are 
ſeveral commodious Bays and Harbours on 
the Coaſt, and ſome of them well fortified : 
But the three principal Ports are Le Car- 
mage, Fort St. Pierre, the Cul. de Sac of the 
Trinity, Ships are ſecure in all theſe Har- 
bours ; though Fort St. Peter has almoſt the 
whole Trade, becauſe the King's Farmers 
hoid their Offices there ; the African and 
Senegal Companies, with the richeſt Mer- 
chants, alſo keep Warehouſes there; and 
the French Privateers make it their Place of 
Rendezwmous in Time of War. ; 

Savary ſays, there are 10, c% Whites, 
and near 20,000 Blacks, on the Iſland of 
Martinice ; which laſt are employed in the 
Sugar Manufactures, as alfo in the Culture 
of Indigo, Cocoa, Rocou, Cotton, and 
Tobacco. There are 300 Mills for the Ser- 
Service of the Sugar Plantations; and the 
Refining of Sugars has now got footing in 
moſt of the French Iſlands. The fame Au-
